While playing about a bonfire near 
bis home Friday afternoon Francis 
Boughan, four years oUl, son of Mrs. 
Ellen Boughan, was so seriously burned 
about the face and body that tlie little 
fellow died a short time afterward at 
the Newton hospital. 

His mother, in attempting to save the 
youngster, was also severely burned 
about the face and body and removed 
to the Newton hospital, but her con- 
dition is not regarded as serious. 

The children were throwing paper and 
other rubbish on the tire and enioying 
watching the flames leaping up. Young 
Rough ail ventured too close and a 
tongue of flame wrapped the boy ill 
flames. The children began to scream 
for help and the hoy made a dash for 
his home. 

His mother met him at the gate and 
tried to beat out the fire with her hands 
and tear the flaming garments from the 
hoy, hut too late to save him from be- 
ing badly burned. The mother’s gar- 
ments caught fire several times. 

The little fellow was unconscious 
when the doctor came and expired soon 
after being removed to the hospital.

And even twelve do make a fine 
show, I assure you.

The dozen children in the 
Pomroy Home would assure you that 
the $12 expended for them in numerous 
electric rides, and in a clay’s outing at 
Revere Beach with all its glories, din- 
ner and the flying horses included, was 
not wasted money. The hoys who en- 
joyed excursions of the Y. M. C. A.. 
which their nurses would not admit 
owed the pleasure to the gift of $12 
from two Sundav School Classes of 
boys who “wanted some other fellows" 
besides themselves to have "jolly times." 

Eight ten dollar hills, and twenty 
fives, from as many different people 
brightened the summer for— an invalid 
artist with her aged mother — four faith- 
ful women, who for manv rears pa- 
tiently taught Newton children, until 
the march of time, and the intricate 
machinery of the modern schoolroom, 
drove them from the work they loved- 
two brave seamstresses always self- 
supporting until sickness and fading 
eve sight ended their active work — a 
hard-working woman who had an in- 
tense longing to visit the land of her 
birth and her aged father.— the -half 
dozen girls who were having jovless. 
enforced vacations because "work i« 
always slack” in summer. These and 
many others enjoyed, through the Vaca- 
tion Fund, davs of unalloyed hapniness. 
One young girl, the support of her 
family, spent a delightful week at Good 
Cheer Camp, and to another brave 
woman, a five dollar hill gave all the 
joys of a week at Old Orchard Assem- 
bly. Into two self-respecting families, 
sickness .and death came, and the out- 
ing fund supplied many little needs in- 
cident to the time. 

An outing in one case meant a wcA-- 
lv visit to the Hospital for medical j»d-

much needed dentistry, all of which ad- 
ded comfort to the life, and efficiency 
to »1>e work of the recipients.

IN CHINA. 

Shanghai, March 80, 1911. 
My dear Newton mends: — 

Association history In the fnr east 
<b ns Interesting and pregnant ns any 
missionary hiatory since the dayB of 
Carey, its full imiiort can no more 
be measured today than can an in- 
fluence upon a child of ten years. For 
China la a child yet. However she 
likes our attitude, which, with our 
casernes* to help, a.ii-ygeHts Unit we 
shall mould her net a little. The 
Shanghai Association story is typical, 
in this letter l nhall give you a few 
facts only, nnd in my nex,t letter 1 
shall continue the narrative. 

Shanghai being a cosmopolitan 
city, there must he uasoclfttlon work 
for different nations. The Foreign 
Association, which Is for the English 
and Americans, will l»e reorganized 
tills nutumn by a splendid secretary 
who is expected then. 1 will at that 
time write further about It. The Jap- 
anese work has 113 members, of whom 
59 are In the night school. It pub- 
lishes a magazine which has a thous- 
and subscribers, in the local colleg- 
es there are S branches of our work 
with 443 members, half of whom are 
in Bible classes. 

The Chinese work Is, however, by 
all odds the most Important. This As- 
sociation was organized ten years 
ago; today it hnB a membership Of 
1 C 00 . its first budget was about 
$3,000, now U is nearly $25,000. It 
began its career in a small rented 
building; in 1907 a modern structure 
assisted its growth! and although 
that was hoped to be sufficient for 
ten years, today ev^ry Inch of room 
'b used and much mttfe Is urgently 
needed. There are rt four foreign sec- 
retaries. Will W. Lockwood is gen- 
eral secretary, ReV.'-W . 1 BJ. Taylor (of 
Ontario) is astd&ltailt^anLd while Dock- 
wood Is in America on furlough, is 
acting general. Thirteen Chinese are 
on the staff, seven of them in train 1 
ing, The Association Ideal 1 b that 
wnere a eftinese can possibly do the 
work, no foreigner shpuld do it. The 
Shanghai Association 13 the model 
tor all China; here Voting secretaries 
are trained; the nenT’ national head- 
quarters will be erected' here. Un- 
questionably this means great ad- 
vantage to these young men, many of 
whom are from far into the interior. 
To meet them 1 b an Inspiration. Each 
face tells its story — a burning Chris- 
tian zeal thrit'led them to sacrifice 
position -end .frlehd3. for tb*s useful- 
ness. They sre true patriots. No 
ntnn i« sent here for training who haB 
nod already proved- himself capable

UNDER THE GILDED DOME. 

The General Court has made consid- 
erable progress this w*ek\ altho some of 
it is progress in the wrong direction. 
The Senate, for instance has passed the 
obnoxious eight hour hill, with our Sen- 
ator voting in favor, as he did last year. 
On the last stage of this hill in the 
Mouse, Mr. Ellis tried for an amend- 
ment which would allow municipalities 
which had voted for the eight hour hill 
in its original form to declare their 
preferences again in the present drastic 
draft. The amendment was defeated, as 
was another amendment placing the ref- 
erendum on the new bill. In view of the 
Democratic opinion on the referendum 
the defeat of this amendment clearly 
shows that that party only wants a ref- 
erendum when it falls in with its wish- 
es. 

Two hills have been favorably re- 
ported this week in which Newton has 
some interest. City Solicitor Slocum 
made so strong a plea last Friday that 
ihc committee immediately reported the 
hill to allow municipalities in the Char- 
les river basin to bond 85 per cent of 
the accumulated assessments for that 
work, and there is no doubt of its pas- 
sage. The Election Laws committee has 
also reported the hill to abolish deputy 
election officers in cities which accept 
the act. This measure will save about 
$3dl in this city alone. 

The bill to place the chiefs of police 
under civil service has been amended 
so as to call for acceptance by the peo- 
ple, and will probably pass in that form. 
It will have hut little force in this city 
as our Chief of Police holds office dur- 
ing good behaviour and not for a limited 
term. 

One of the features of the week has 
been Mr. White’s votes on several mat- 
ters in opposition to his colleagues. He 
is recorded in favor of a second as- 
sistant district attorney for the Middle 
district, which Mr. Ellis opposed, and 
Mr, Bothfeld is not placed. He is also 
opposed to the amendment to the consti- 
tution to permit the use of voting ma- 
chines, Mr. Ellis voting in favor and 
Mr Bothfeld-not placed. Mr. White was 
also one of the 10 members who voted 
against the amendment to the constitu- 
tion to give the legislature more power 
in the matter of taking land for high- 
way purposes, Mr. Ellis and Mr. Both- 
fcld both voting in favor. All of our 
representatives voted against the public 
opinion bill, so called, against the hill to 
require prison made goods to he so mark 
ed, against the eight hour bill, against 
the 54 hour hill for employment of 
women and children, all of which were 
passed by the House by substantial ma- 
jorities. 

The direct nomination hill will he con- 
sidered by the House next Monday. 

The amendment to the constitution 
to provide for biennial elections which 
was passed by the House last week has 
been reconsidered and with a pending 
amendment offered by Mr. Bothfeld to 
provide for biennial sessions of the Le£ 
islature, has been recommitted. Gover- 
nor Foss has sent in a message on this 
measure urging that the recall be incor- 
porated in’the bill and as that feature is 
already there, the Governor gives evi- 
dence that he is not familiar with tile 
hills he criticizes. In this connection it 
is interesting to note that the Govern- 
or’s experts have found hut little to 
really criticize in their examination of 
the state departments. Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Frothingham in a recent speech 
puts the matter most concisely in the 
following words : 

“When we find the Governor's ex- 
perts making reports that show igno- 
rance and lack of appreciation of what 
the slate departments are doing, as in 
the state treasurer’s department, and 
reports that criticise other departments 
for not handing in proper vouchers : 
when these experts themselves have 
been so negligent in the same line that 
we have had to return their reports for 
lack of proper vouchers, we realize 
what these experts’ reports are worth. 

“When no greater criticism can lie 
made of the treasurer's office than that 
it has fori much money in the sinking 
fund. I think we need not worry about 
conditions in that office." 

The Legislature has received the re- 
port of the joint commission asked to 
investigate the Riverhank and the BoyU- 
ton street suliwav plans, and it is al- 
most unanimous in favor of the latter. 
The commission finds that the Bovls- 
ton street plan will cost from <4.50000 
to $4,700,000 as against $5,700,000 for the 
Riverhank, and thinks the increased 
convenience of ilu* Boylston street plan, 
together with the fact that it forms a

Messina, April 4, 1011. 

Kditor Graphic : 

I stayed last night in this vast char- 
nel house ; notice that I do not say 
slept ! 

Most visitors approach Messina from 
the sea. and the busy harbor fairly fill- 
ed with shipping; the massive fronts of 
buildings on the quay which are still 
standing, tend to give n first impress- 
ion — especially front a little distance— 
that one finds later on was not war- 
ranted. 

1 approached Messina by the hack 
door — so to speak — coming from Pater- 
mo by rail It is a very interesting jour- 
ney of five or six hours, all the way 
along the Xorth coast of Sicily, skirt- 
ing the bine Med iter rani an all the way, 
while landward the country is rough 
and wild, the road crossing innumerable 
river beds — now almost entirely dry, 
but protected by heavy masonry walls 
several feel high, which indicates that 
at some time in the year these rivers 
that break through from the nioiitains 
become rushing torrents : the whole way 
is mountainous with snowy peaks visible 
at some points and between the moun- 
tains and the sea and along the river 
courses, is one vast succession of lemon 
groves and highly cultivated fields. 

An one point— the Lipari islands 
twenty miles nut in the Mediterranean 
can he seen and the island of Vulcaiig 
with its ever smoking crater seems very 
near ; and it is said that on a very clear 
day one can even see Stromholi, which 
must be forty or fifty miles away. You 
first note evidences of the earthquake 
when about thirty miles from Messina 
hut most of the damage seems to have 
been repaired, and it is by the new til- 
ing on the roofs and the general look 
of improvement that your attention is 
called to it at all hut this is in what 
seems a very rich and prosperous 
country; ten or fifteen miles before 
Messina you notice that while there are 
not so very many ruins still remaining, 
there has sprung up a crop of low 
small wooden buildings with galvan- 
ized iron or painted tin roofs. You 
come to Messina through a tunnel un- 
der the mountains, three miles in length 
and this tunnel seems to have suffered 
no damage. As you emerge from this 
tunnel anil look down upon poor Mes- 
sina that was, and winding down to 
the level of the plain skirt for a mile 
or two the little wooden houses of the 
new city, you begin to have some con- 
ception of what has happened. You 
draw into the old station which has 
been partially repaired, but as you fol- 
low the porter to your carriage the 
wavy and uneven condition of the 
pavement convinces your unaccustomed 
feet that you are where an earthquake 
has been. • 

l hastened to the so called Grand 
Hotel’*— a one story wooden building 
containing about seventy sleeping 
I rooms — hurredlv built on the outskirts 
of the ruined city after the earthquake, 
and which is still the only hotel of any 
| consequence. As soon as I had made 
certain of a room for the night, 1 se- 
lected an intelligent looking driver and 
started on a pilgrimage over the ruined 
city. You all remember the description 
of the ruins, written immediately after 
the disaster. All I can say it hat now- 
more than two years after — the ruin is 
more vast, more ghastly, more terrible 
than any description you have ever 
read. Of course much has been done. 
The streets have pretty generally been 
cleaned; that is to say, a channel 
through the mass of debris has been 
dug down to the pavement so that it is 
possible for traffic to pass ; but you know 
that after a big snow storm, the break- 
ing out of the roads only seems to em- 
phasize the bigness of the storm, so it 
seems to me ibat this channeling bf 
this awful mass only makes the ruin 
more stupendous. 

This was, as you know, the most im- 
portant city in Sicily excepting Paler- 
mo: at the time of the disaster they 
claimed a population of one hundred 
and eighty thousand for Messina and 
environs. I was fortunate enough to 
meet on the train a man very prominent 
here, in fact the owner of the beautiful 
Villa Guelfonia which Baedecker says 
was the best point from which to view 
j Messina He is a prominent lawyer and 
careful and judicial in his statements. 
He places the loss of life at eighty 
thousand ; of these not more than thirty 
thousand have been taken from the 
ruins and buried. 

The area of the ruined, city surprised 
me, and yet 1 do not know that it 
should have. If you were to level the 
city of Providence you would have a 
good many square milts of ruins, and 
the two cities were about the same in 


size. But you must remember that 
Providence is built of brick and steel 
and wood — while Messina was built of 
lufa stone and plaster, the walls of ev- 
ery building immensely thick, so that 
when destroyed the pile of material is 
at least twice greater than an American 
city like Providence 

Thousands of men have been employ- 
ed and still are busy in carting away 
debris —and the work of men was sup- 
plemented you will remember by the 
Mcady shaking that the city got for 
weeks after the main quake, so l hat 
most of the danger from falling walls 
has been removed, although I noticed 
that the morning paper records that 
yesterday a man was killed by a falling 
fragment of the big Chamber of Com- 
merce building. 

But in all this big city of ruins I 
saw hardly one building that had been 
rebuilt On its own site : that is the most 
surprising and significant thing to me : 
more than two years has elapsed and 
all of Messina is practically as it fell. 
You will find that in some cases, not 
many, some attempt has been made, 
where a building was not utterly de- 
stroyed, to patch it up so that it could 
he used : but substantially all of the 
business of Messina today is being done 
in buildings of wood, either huddled 
on the sites of buildings completely de- 
stroyed, or small structures on the 
squares or parks, or in the big new 
wooden city that has been built to the 
southward of old Messina. 

1 drove for miles through the destroy- 
ed city; the ruin is utter and complete; 
an “abomination of desolation.” The 
day had been very warm but as even- 
ing drew’ on there were great masses 
of black cloud piling up in the western i 
sky. It was quite a long way from the 
hotel when I noticed the storm coming, 
and gave orders to return. We had to 

drive slowly through those awful 
streets and meantime the storm gained 
op us. Perhaps the dreadful surround- 
ings had something to do with it but it 
seemed to me 1 never saw a more ter- 
rific storm cloud than that which now 
filled the whole western sky; daylight 
was rapidly waning and the ruins took 
on a ghastly and sinister aspect. I 
reached the hotel just as the storm 
broke. 

This hotel, wooden, bare and cheer- 
less, was not sufficiently attractive to 
keep me up, so 1 went early to bed anti 
to sleep : but shortly after midnight I 
was awakened by the crash of some- 
thing falling. The rain which since 
night fall had been coming down in 
torrents had mostly ceased, but the wind 
was blowly more fiercely than ever; and 
such a wind! It would die away almost 1 
to stillness and then you could hear it i 
coming again growing in strength and j 
wildness until it seemed as if a thous- 
and furies wer*; in the air fighting for I 
the rags and bones of poor Messina ; i 
the wooden building trembled and shook I 
like a rat in the jaws of a terrier; and 
in some of the wildest blasts it did 
really seem as if it must be torn in 
pieces. T think I have tolerably good 
nerves, but HI own up to something 
pretty near terror; perhaps the horri- 
hle thought of the fifty thousand un- 
buried dead about me had something 
to do with it; or maybe my feeling 
that it was on just such a night as this 
that the earthquake came; at any rate 
1 lay and tossed and wondered what 
the usual earthquake hour was. and 
speculated as to whether the next blast 
wouldn’t actually take the roof off ; and 
I thought of all the awful things that 
had happened here— the plague of 1740 
that killed forty thousand and the 
quake of 1783 that swallowed up untold 
thousands — and the cholera that in 1854 
carried off fifteen or twenty thousand — 
and of this horrible ruin thick with un- 
Imried dead, until it seemed to me I 
was in a place accursed of God. 1 didn't 
close my eyes until daylight and 1 
wouldn’t pass another such a night if 
in the morning all that was left of the 
city might he deeded to me free! 

This morning I drove to the Campo 
Santo. This was one of the attractions 
of Messina; the terraces of beautiful 
tombs reach up to the top of the hill 
which was crowned with a beautiful 
and impressive Ionic Colonnade. The 
tombs either were not much injured or 
else have been carefully restored, but 
the colonnade is a complete and ghastly 
ruin. 

Then I drove through what is called 
the American city, because, I suppose, 
it was here that America’s generous 
gift of "money was spent in rebuilding 
for the peoples homes. I should think 
this district was something more than 
a mile square — i he houses all one story 
with tin roofs and all of the same tie-

sign — making a city that is not a thing 
of beauty but it serves its purpose of 
housing the homeless people; this new 
city is regularly laid out and most of 
the streets were named after Americans 
that had to do with the distribution of 
the succor or the building of the city. 
The principal avenue is named after our 
strenuous ex-president although I no- 
ticed that signs read “via Rooswelt" : 
and there was via Belknap — via Hoop- 
er — via Elliott— and via everything Am- 
erican down to the boss carpenter. The 
most imposing building in the new city 
is the Hotel Regina Elenn named for 
the queen. It is now nearly ready to 
open and looks quite attractive. 

Will Messina be rebuilt and become 
again the important city of old? The 
hopeful ones say yes. My lawyer friend 
says “Y r es, but not by the men of my 
generation ; we have lost heart, courage 

and fortune.” 

It doesn’t seem to me that Messina 
will ever be rebuilt : It is too vast an 
undertaking to clear away this tremen- 
dous mass of ruins and build again on 
its old foundations. Such city as here 
is today is a thing of shreds and patch- 
es ; the wooden city is only a tempor- 
ary makeshift. Where are the fifty" or a 
hundred millions of dollars coming 
from with which to rebuild permanent 


ly I believe that Messina, the old Mes- 
sina, is as dead as Carthage or Pom- 
peii. G. P. B.

The first report of President Keller 
of the New England Telephone and 
Telegraph Company presents some in- 
teresting facts in a condensed form. 

The total number of telephones con- 
nected with the New England's system 
at the end of 1910 was 388,022, this in- 
cluding sub-license, associated and con- 
necting companies. 

The wire mileage required to furnish 
service was 734,204, of which 442,166 
miles, or about three-fifths of the total, 
represented wires placed underground. 

The total number of employees was 

10,153. 

For 1911 the estimated appropria- 
tions arc as follows: for new construc- 
tion and real estate, $4,000,000 : for re- 
pairs and depreciation, $4,400,000. 

The net earnings were slightly less 
than in 1909, and the profits, after the 
payment of dividends and after allow- 
ing for certain depreciations of stocks 
and bonds, were $710,797.27 for 1910 
as against $864,974.42 for 1909. 

A footnote in the balance sheet calls 
attention to an interesting point. The 
Company’s telephone plant is put down 
as worth $43,212,980.61. Tn the liabili- 
ties there is a balancing item of $2,469- 
314.50 credited to “Inventory Adjust- 
ment.” The footnote explains that this 
valuation of the plant was made by the 
Massachusetts Highway Commission 
during its investigation of the rate 
schedule, and that the result of this in- 
vestigation showed that not only was 
the stock not watered hut that the inde- 
pendent appraisal showed property large 
ly in excess of book records. 


WATER ROUTE TO BOSTON. 

The latest in the way of passenger 
boat service on the Charles River be- 
tween Boston and Waterloo is pro- 
posed by the Charles River Boat and 
Transportation Company, recently or- 
ganized under the laws of this State. 

Daniel T. O’Connell, ecretary of the 
compaiiv. in speaking of line new ven- 
ture, said that he expects the line would 
be in operation by Memorial Day. 

According to present plans, a public 
landing will be built in the vicinity of 
the Union Boat Club site. A line will 
he run up and down the Charles River 
similar to the boat service between Bos- 
ton and Nahant or Nantasket. 

The company will begin operations 
with about three powerful launches cap- 
able of carrying from 50 to 75 persons 
on ech trip, the run to occupv about the 
same time as that taken by the electric

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(As was stated last week, the mem- 
bers of Charles Ward Post G. A. R., 
arc giving A series of war talks in which 
their own personal experiences are re- 
lated, and that most graphically. We 
give to-day the second article in this 
scries.) 

The subject of our uext Post talk, 
"Virginia's Battlefields,’* was an enor- 
mous one which might be epitomized 
into half a dozen lines. The 17th of 
April 1861, Virginia seceded from the 
Union, and soon her territory was the 
scene of almost constant battles. In 
four years no fewer than 1260 engage- 
ments and skirmishes, big and little, 
were fought on the soil of the old do- 
minion, and these figures do not include 
expeditions or naval affairs. More bat- 
tles were fought in one small Virginia 
county alone than in all of England's 
many wars during a century of time. 

One of the first great battles in this 
long list was that of Fair Oaks, on the 
Richmond side of the Chickahominv 
river, a stream that was to become as 
formidable to the Army of the Poto- 
mac as the Confederates themselves. 
Here, on the 31st of Mav and 1st of 
June, 1862, three-fifths of McClellan's 
army and Joseph E. Johnson’s entire 
force fought desperately for iwn da vs, 
the result being a victory for the 
North, hut it was dearly bought. The 
losses in killed and wounded, a total of 
over 11,000, were about equal nil both 
sides. Just at sunset on the first day 
the enemy sustained a heavy loss in the 
wounding of their commanding gener- 
al and though Johnson was not mor- 
tally hurt, it resulted in his being suc- 
ceeded bv Robert F.. Lee in command 
of the Confederate army. 

August 9th. 1862, Stonewall Jackson, 
sent by Lee to deal with Pope, encoun- 
tered the hoys in blue under Gen. 
Banks, and then came the battle of Ce- 
dar Mountain. That gallant soldier from 
Massachusetts had only 8000 men. while 
Jackson commanded more than twice as 
many; yet Banks hurled himself upon 
his dangerous foe with great vehe- 
mence. If Sigcl had obeyed Pope's or- 
der the result would have been differ- 
ent, for the small Union force, badly 
decimated, was compelled to retire 
from the field. This was about the time 
when the volunteers began to lose their 
hands, discharged by orders from the 
war department, and that was one of 
the most serious mistakes of the war. 
The hoys at the front were getting a 
great deal of enjoyment and encour- 
agement out of the music of their reg- 
imental bands. 

A few weeks later came the turn of 
Comrade Samuel P. Putnam, now of 
Newtonville, whose regiment was the 
1st Massachusetts heavy artillery. It 
was not Pope’s fault that he was badly 
whipped in the second Bull Run battle. 
Disobedient to Gen. Halleck’s positive 
orders, McClellan did not send rein- 
forcements to Pope until the campaign 
was nracticallv lost. With those gallant 
20.500 men of Heintzelman’s and Por- 
ter's corps was the comrade-chaplain of 
Post 62. and he said : 

“My regiment was stationed in the 
fortifications before Washington, south 
of the Potomac, guarding the capital 
against just such an attack as Lee 
planned m the movement which ted to 
the second battle of Bull Run. Suddenly 
we were ordered to the front to rein- 
force Gen. Pope. Leaving our places in 
charge of a New York regiment, we 
sallied forth, 1600 strong, in glorious 
anticipation of doing our share in 
smashing Stonewall Jackson, who was 
on his way to capture Washington. No 
doubt we made an imposing appear- 
ance as we swung out on the Columbia 
turnpike, with our faces turned toward 
the south. The first night we bivouacked 
under the clear sky and slept soundly, 
with the twinkling stars keeping watch 
over us. 

“Early next morning we prepared our 
‘salt horse’ and coffee, then pushed for- 
ward again, and presently we heard the 
distant booming of cannon. This seem- 
ed to quicken our pace, and certainly it 
stirred our hearts to quicker beatings. 
We now began to meet occasional 
couriers galloping their horses as for 
dear life, with despatches from the 
front. About noontime we were halted 
in a beautiful, fragrant pine woods, 
where we were ordered to unsling knap- 
sacks and to proceed in light marching 
order. The knapsacks were deposited 
in a huge pile under the trees and left 
in charge of a guard composed of 
those who were unable to keep up with 
the procession, together with our hos- 
pital wagons and supplies. Realizing 
that it was uncertain whether we would 
come back the same way, if we ever 
came back at all, 1 placed the Testa- 
ment my mother gave me. together with i 
her portrait, in my haversack and then 
hastened on, 

"The road soon became a pandemo- 
nium of panic stricken troops straining 
every nerve to get to the rear. Wagons, 
caissons, artillery, cavalry, infantry, all 
were rushing in inextricable confusion 
intent only in getting away. The road 
soon became so crowded with fleeing 
soldiers that it was impossible for us 
to keep our formation, and we pegged 
along as best we could, dodging here, 
dodging there, taking to the fields, any 
old way, as long as we advanced : and 
I can still see myself trotting along as 
though 1 expected to catch sphk*IkkI>\ 
After awhile we were enabled to re- 
store some degree of onlrr among the 
panic stricken troops, and to regain our 
regimental formation. Then we were 
drawn up in line of battle and thus 
managed to check the mail tumult. 

"All day the battle had waged fierce- 
ly : and that night we slept ‘on our 
arms,’ expecting to gain a great vic- 
tory the next day. But during the night 
Jackson was reinforced by Tamgstrcet. 
ami now our demoralization of the first 
dav became a disastrous rout. 

"My regiment was ordered to make 
Ml sueed Lack to our guns in the forti- 
fications. so as to cover the wild re 
treat of Pope's army, whose defeat bad 
opened wide the \va> for Lee and his 
armed hosts to enter Washington We 
passed through those beautiful woods 
where we had so tenderly deposited our 
knaosacks, only to find that the 'John- 
nies' had cut around on our rear and 
gobbled up every blessed one of them 
hospital wagons, guard* and all. I 


thought then, and I still think so, that 
it was exceedingly impolite for them to 
grab all my belongings without so 
much as saying, 'By your leave, my 
dear sir.’ As a result I was minus coat, 
blanket, and other necessities for three 
weeks, when a box from home added 
greatly to iny assets. Wc reached nur 
old quarters and found that the new 
troops had turned things topsy-turvey. 
One of our guns was loaded ball first ! 
But we soon straightened things out. 
and, being familiar with the range, 
characteristics and temperament, so to 
speak, of each piece, we presented so 
formidable a defence that Lee declined 
to attack us and Washington was 
saved.” 

The evening's talk was continued with 
certain experiences at that slaughter pen 
known as the assault on the well-nigh 
impregnable stronghold called M a rye's 
Heights, at Fredericksburg, where no 
fewer than six Moody but futile charg- 
es were made by the boys in blue, and 
in which vain efforts the 28th Massa- 
chusetts — that would be Capt John 
Ryan’s regiment— gave grand account 
ol itself. A short time before the 28tb 
had been transferred from the 9th 
army corps to Meagher's famous Irish 
brigade in the 2d corps, where it was 
to fight with four other Irish regiments 
—the 63d. 69th, and 88th New York, 
and the 1 16th Pennsylvania. These reg- 
iments. after passing through the battle 
of Antietam, and concerning which ter- 
rific engagement we shall hear more 
later on, played their heroic parts at 
Maryc's Heights, and here Comrade 
Ryan “takes the floor.” 

“The Army of the Potomac being all 
across the Rappahannock river, on the 
fatal 13th of December, 1862, Gen. 
Meagher rode along the front of our 
brigade on bis magnificent white horse. 
He halted with his staff opposite the 
colors of each regiment, made a speech 
of encouragement to the men and 
wound up by telling us that if we 
gained the day wc would probably l>e 
sent home, but if wc failed w< shoul 
have to go on fighting. The boys cheer- 
ed him and swung their caps, and then 
each regiment in the Irish brigade was 
furnished with a sprig of green box- 
wood. After the battle it was indeed a 
sorry sight, the number of dead and 
wounded soldiers lying around on the 
field with boxwood in their caps. This 
Maryc’s Hill was about a hundred feet 
high and strongly fortified, its base 
covered with rifle pits, and anything 
more desperate than the effort to storm 
that stronghold it would he hard to 
conceive With less than 80(X) men. on 
and at the hase of Maryc's Heights. 
Lnngstreet repulsed Burnside s 30.000. 
with a loss to us of at least 9000, white 
that of the enemy was comparatively 
trifling. The execution by the rebel ar- 
tillery and infantry was something 
awful: charge after charge being made, 
only to be driven back with terrible 
slaughter. Our regiment went as close 
toi that stone wall and those rifle pits 
as it was possihte for human beings to 
get ; and we could tell the regiments 
that went farthest into the engagement 
by their dead. Our brigade lost so many 
men in these charges that we were per- 1 
mitted to recross the river that evening 
to the Falmqiitli side, where we soon 
had supper, with boiling coffee to streng | 
then us. Next day we were ordered 
hack to Fredericksburg, and we sup- 
posed that we were going into battle 
again. As we marched through the town 
we could hear other regiments along 
I he route saying, ‘There goes the Irish 
brigade in on another tfiarge,’ and they 
cheered us heartily. Instead of that, j 
however, we marched up to the Catho-I 
lie church where a green flag was pre- , 
Rented to one of the New York regi- 
ments. and of course ihe rest of the 
brigade gave three cheers, which caus- 
ed the Confederates to open on us with 
artillery, whereupon wc moved back 
and resumed our position in line of bat- 
tle. The evening of tht 15th the Union 
forces recrosscd the river on the pon- 
toon bridges : ami there the two armies 
faced each other again, with the Rappa- 
hannock between them. Nothing had 
been gained by ibis great slaughter.”

"TWO-NUMBER” TOLL CALLS. 

Various reductions in rates or exten- 
sion of talking periods are announced 
l*v the New England Telephone and 
Telegraph Cofpany in connection with 
a change in ilu- method of handling 
short-haul toll calls. 

After May ! toll calls to most points 
within 15 miles of any exchange will he 
handled by what is known as the "two- 
mtinhcr no-delay method." This obvi- 
ates the necessity of referring the call 
to the toll operator and the somewhat 
cumbersome process of having her ask 
a lot of questions, such as “Whom do 
you wish to speak to?” “If Mr. So- 
and-So is out will you talk to any one 
else?” “Who will speak at your tele- 
phone?” and so on. 

Under the old method of operating, 
these questions were unavoidable be- 
cause the answers were being jotted , 
down by a recording clerk who in turn I 
sent the slip containing these directions 
to the toll operator. Naturally this pro- 
cess consumed a good deal of valuable 
time, and time is a very important con- 
sideration in the transaction of business 
affairs in this swiftly-moving counirv. 

Afteo carefully observing the results 
throughout the territory for slightlv 
shorter distances the telephone ncople 
concluded they could handle calls un 
to. and including. 15 miles just as loial 
calls are now handled, that is. by num- 
ber. Instead of calling for some partic- 
ular person, therefore, and being sub- 
jected to the rxbautsive cross-examina- 
tion of the loll recording operator, the 
caller must ask his local operator for 
the number he desires and then bold 
tlie rece’ver to his car until the person 
at the other end responds. 

In some places the work of supphmg 
the necessary extra cable will not have 
been completed in time to permit the 
operation of ibis No-Delay System on 
May 1, but v\ill be put into effect as 
soop as p.»>sihle. 

Under the old plan, one could call tor 
a particular parts and be charged a re 
duced rate if this party were not on 
hand to answer. This practice will be 
abandoned after the new system of

handling toll calls whose radius is not 
more than 15 miles from the calling 
exchange. Alt calls will have to be made 
by number, but if for any reason the 
number desired does not answer there 
will be no charge for the call. 

Wherever this new plan has been tried 
it is said to have given great satisfac- 
tion to subscribers, inasmuch as connec- 
tions are made in less than one-tenth 
the time consumed in the old toll rou- 
tine. 

POINTS FOR THE MOTORIST. 


How to Locate Small Punctures in 
Tubes. 


Nearly every motorist has experienced 
the exasperating task of locating small 
punctures in inner tubes. The following 
suggestion^ may serve to lighten his 
trouble when he next meets with such a 
mishap. 

In the first place the tube should be 
examined carefully to determine if the 
puncture is large enough to be seen. If 
not immediately visible the perforation 
may be very small, no larger than a 
needle point and in this case it is much 
harder to locate. 

Inflate the tube slightly and hold it 
near the ground. Very often if the road 
is dry the puncture mav he detected by 
the disturbance of the dust made by the 
escaping air. 

If this test cannot be made or if it 
does not discover the puncture, present 
each portion of the tube to your cheek 
until vou can feci the rush of escaping 
air. These methods failing to locate the 
puncture your only course is to immerse 
the tube in a pan of water, section by 
section, and watch closely for air bub- 
bles. Where these bubbles rise is the 
point of puncture. 

Sometimes even the water test will 
give no indication of a leak yet when 
the tube is refitted and inflated, the air 
pressure will again decrease slowly. You 
may then be practically sure that the 
trouble starts near the nut at the hase 
of the valve. This is assuming* that all 
other valve parts are in good condition 
otherwise when the valve was immersed 
in water, bubbles would have indicated 
the teak. An invisible leak of the nature 
described could he produced by screwing 
the nut at the base of the valve too 
tightly, or not screwing it tight enough. 

In either case it is safer to return the 
tube to the manufacturer, for it is not 
likely that the motorist can make a sat- 
isfactory repair. 

If no puncture is found in the tube, 
it would be well to re-test the valve. 
This can be done while the tire is mount 
ed on the wheel. Simply turn the wheel 
until the valve is pointing straight down 
ami immerse the valve in a glass of 
water. 

This is accomplished by raising the 
glass until the valve is submerged. If 
bubbles ries to the surface of the water, ' 
examine the rubber security disk at the 
bottom of the cap and if this is dam- 
aged fit a new one in its place. I f you 
have no regular rubber disk, use in- 
stead a small leather washer or one 
made of cloth smeared with cement.

If the animal ts still brenthlng the 
augury ts excellent, for good luck Is 
to be expected all through the year. 
But if the rnm is dend all sorts of evil 
prognostications are muticred.

BOARD OF ALDERMEN! 


What promised to* be a dull ami un- 
eventful meeting of the aldermen Mon- 
day evening, developed a few fireworks 
at the end, whep the Finance Commit- 
tee reported unexpectedly and favorably 
on the proposition to employ au addit- 
ional police officer for the remainder of 
the year. The proposition met with op- 
position from Alderman Cox and he 
was supported by Aldcrmcii'Karly, Sul- 
livan and Higgins, 

President Jones was absent for the 
second time, and Vice President Moore 
was in the chair. N'o otic appeared at 
hearings on petitions for telephone 
poles and attachments on Berkeley st., | 
Hammond st., and Old England road, j 
Orders for concrete sidewalks under ■ 
the betterment on Waterston road, and 
for laying a sewer in Brae Burn road 
were unopposed ami were subsequently 
adopted. Air. J. R. Learned favored a 
concrete sidewalk on Pearl st under the 
betterment act. and a remonstrance was 
tiled by F. W. Hazelwood. The order 
was passed. 

The nmvor sent in the request of the 
board of health for $653 to maintain 
bathhouses at Crystal Lake and Charles 
river, to he taken from the mayor's con- 
tingent fund. 

The proclamation for Arbor Day was 
fded and the notice of appointments of 
street railway police by the Boston & 
Worcester Co. 

Petitions were received from Barnett 
Luff to keep second hand articles, and 
of F. O. Avantaggio for minor's licen- 
ses. street sprinkling on Green st from 
John Muse, on Margin st from H. K, 
Burrison, on Concord st from Heneon 
et al, on Webster st from Wm Kellar 
and on Grove st from Prof. G. M. Wins 
low, from John Campbell for accept- 
anic of Rockland st., from R. A. Coop- 
er for common victualler license, from 
Estaige Marin f<y wagon license and li- 
quor transportation permit, from F. A. 
Schirmier for sewer jn Centre st., from 
the trustees of the Y M. C. A. for 
change of street lines of Bellevue and 
Church st., from \V. J. Cozens for ac- 
ceptance of Glcnmore terrace and of 
Miss F. W. Fogg for abatement of tax- 
es. 

Petition of Mast on & Wells Co to dis- 
charge fireworks off Needham st.. for 
trial purposes was granted. On petition 
of \V. F. Warner to keep gasolene on 
Page road, a hearing was ordered for 
June 5. Petition of Morris Shuman for 
a junk license was refused aficr Alder- 
man Gray had stated that it was the pol- 
icy of the License committee, not to rec- 
ommend granting any more junk licen- 
ces in the city, with the ultimate view 
of cutting down the number in the fu- 
ture. 

The X. & W. Gas Light Co was grant- 
ed permission to open Derby, Chirk and 
Olis streets to lay gas mains. 

On recommendation of committees 
hearings were ordered for May 1st on 
concrete sidewalks on Marlboro and , 
Arlington sts., street sprinkling ordered 
on Franklin, Chapel sts and Lowell ave., 
water mains ordered in Greenough st 
and Brae Burn road, Mrs. G. E. Wolfe 
given permission to lay private sewer 
at a grade of .012, the salary of a clerk 
in the Assessing dept was fixed at $624, 
licenses granted Moses Colon to run a 
power launch on Charles river, William 
Walsh and Henry Hastie, minors licen- 
ses, Walter E. Mars 6th elass liquor li- 
cense., leave to withdraw given on pe- 
titions of Joseph Roiter for junk, and 
R. A. Cooper for Common Victualler, 
and granting Edison Co attachments on , 
Austin, Beach sts, and Hunnewell ave., 
and the Telephone Co attachments on 
Omar terrace and pole locations on for- 
est st. An order fixing the fee for junk 
licenses at $10 insteail of $2a was adop- 
ted after Alderman Gray had explained 
the matter. 

On the order for $566 for temporary | 
police, Alderman Cox said it was bad 
policy to spend $566 for a liquor officer 
when our income was only $22 from this 
source He thought the present force 
enough to cover the city without addit- 
ional men, and better results would be 
had bv giving the present officers full 
authority. There had been too much puli 
licity given the liquor traffic, the reports 
of druggists stiles was a farce. If more 
money was to he used in the police de- 
partment it might to he used to put an- 
other man on the street and there were 
plenty of men who wanted to wear the ( 
police uniform. ... 

Alderman Early believed the appoint- 
ment of a liquor officer would create 
jealous v in the department. That the 
day officers would not give the liquor 
officer anv information they might pos- 
sess. He believed that the chief should 
require the present day officers to en- 
force the law and transfer them if they 
failed to do so. _ . 

Alderman Gray said that the License 
committee had studied the matter and 
reached the conclusion that the cit) 
needed a liquor officer. The present pol- 
icy of the city was in the interests ot 
temperance and good morals, but the 
druggists had not been as careful m the 
observance of the law as they should. 

AUlcrmat) Cox said that the drug- 
gists sold liquor lawfully as shown on 
the reports. This officer will examine 
tiie sales slips and if he finds a name 
repeated often will require the drug- 
gists to blacklist him. There are other 
liquors coming into Newton besides the 
drug store and Mr. Cox wanted to treat 
everyone square whether he bought a 
half pint of liquor at a drug store or 
filled his wine cellar from Boston. He 
believed this to be class legislation. 

Alderman Blakemore said we all 
agreed as to the evils, and only differed 
as to methods. This order would ccr- 
tainlv tend to better results and as it 
was temporary only it could he discon- 
tinued if it failed. 

Alderman Murphy thought the exist- 
ing conditions warranted this expendi- 
ture. It is a well known fact that in 
some sections of the city the police en- 
force the law to the letter, while in other 
places the druggists have a free »»»"“• 

Alderman Moore called Alderman 
Avery to the chair and said that this 
matter had been under discussion for a 
year or two and the facts which have 
been shown in the reports the past years 
indicate that something ought to ** 
done It is not possible to get the regu^ 
lar day officers to enforce the law and 
besides, it needs a man who ■» 
aenuainted with the liquor law. The eio 
nress nermits need careful 
well and direct evidence can only c 
obtained by a man who understands Ins

men, and where the Incomparable war 
relics were gazed upon with a sort ot 
profound amazement. 

The sneakers, after the commander 
had welcomed one and all, were four tit 
number, and verses from hve army 
songs were rendered in a happy manner 
bv the veterans and audience. Comrade 
S. E. Howard, of West Newton, who 
saw service in the 8th V ermont infantry, 
told what he called the story o Capt«n 
Bainbridgc, and it was good. When the 
boys of the 8th Vermont first took no- 
tice of this captain in the regulars, they 
looked on him as a sort of dude : lut 
in their first engagement Bainbridgc s 
conduct showed them that he was of the 
stuff that heroes are made and so it 
was with him to the end of the war. 
Comrade William T. Shepherd, who be- 
longed to the Chicago Board of Trade 
batterv. spoke of the Vicksburg cam- 
paign, ami the surrender of that strong- 
hold, after several months of hcsicg^n 
and hard fighting, with 36.000 Confed- 
erate troops, to Grant the 4tli of Jul>, 
1863 His remarks were illustrated by a 
very large picture of the Mississippi 
river at and about that city. By the time 
the camp fire. was extinguished Shcp- 
bprd was on his wav to New i ork. en 
route "f nr Europe, which benighted re- 
gion he visits annually. He w.ll he Rone 
seven weeks this year.

Illinois infantry, now living in Auburn- 
dale, whose story of Ms experience , as 
a despatch hearer for Maj. Gen. Lurtts. 
Under Gen. Fremont, in Missouri, were 
very interesting. The last speaxcr was 
Comrade Hosca Hyde, a charter mem- 
ber of the post, once a soldier in the fa- 
mous 32d Massachusetts infantry — m 
the Newton company — and now resid- 
ing in Newton.

There was a curious rumor during 
the afternoon that some pigs were burn- 
ed and that a cow and a bull had been 
made so wild that it was necessary to 
kill them. As a matter of fact it seems 
that the killing of the cattle had been 
determined upon before the fire and the 
team from the abbafior came while the 
fire was in progress. 

The damage is estimated at from 
StOOO to $10,000 being probably nearer 
the smaller figure.

Monte Carlo, April 2 2d, 1911. 
Editor Graphic: 

Perhaps there is somewhere a more 
beautiful place than this. I have never 
found it. Nature here was kind and 
man and money have wrought miracles 1 
Sixty years ago all that was here was 
the castle and old town of Monaco, a 
mile or so to the west ward. The rock 
on which the Casino now stands was a 
rocky promontory covered with pines and 
cactus, where thyme and lavender grew 
wild, and lizards sunned themselves; 
there was then hut one building in that 
section known as the Condannice, now 
packed close with beautiful buildings, 
mostly hotels, all the way to Monaca. 

Ln 1863 M. Blanc made to the Mon- 
aco government an offer of about 
$350,000 for such of the Casino as had 
then been built — only partially complet- 
ed— and never successful, provided he 
might have the exclusive privilege of 
gambling. His offer was accepted, and he 
and his friends took over the company 
that was already formed and which was 
called “The Society for Sea Baths and 
Club for Strangers at Monaco” and that 
is still the name under which the estab- 
lishment is run. From the beginning M. 
Blanc was successful, and when the rail- 
road which was completed in 1868 pro- 
vided easy communication, the name and 
fame of Monte Carlo became world 
wide. Up to the middle of the seventies 
the gambling was in comparatively small 
sums and the Casino people sold checks 
or counters of the denomination of two 
francs, and any player was expected to 
“cash in" at the office when he was 
through playing. But this was not al- 
ways done and gradually these “chips” 
began to circulate as money, not only 
in Monte Carlo but in the region round 
about. After a few years M. Blanc de- 
cided to call in all these tokens and to 
the astonishment and chagrin of the 
company they found they had to cash 
over four hundred thousand of these 
pieces, while only two hundred thousand 
had ever been issued. A gang of coun- 
terfeiters up on the Corniche road had 
seen the opportunity and improved it! 
From that time “chips” were abolished 
and only actual money used at the ta- 
1 les. After M. Blanc’s death in 1881 the 
capital was greatly increased. I think it 
now stands at 30 million francs, al- 
though the stock is pretty closely held 
and when there is a sale oil the ex- 
changes it is for many times the par 
value, as the gains of the company arc 
said to run from 20 to 30 million francs 
annually. 

M. Blanc’s original concession was for 
fifty years, and would have expired in 
1913. But in 1898 the company grew 
nervous over the possibility that the 
concession would not be renewed ami 
began negotiations with the Prince of 
Monaco. These were ultimately success- 
ful although the price is said to have 
been a pretty stiff one: at any rate the 
Casino people are secure in possession 
of their privileges until April 1, 1948. 


This little principality of Monaco is 
said to be the most thickly populated 
country in the world. It contains only 
about 300 acres and has a fixed popula- 
tion of something over 16,000. The Cas- 
ino alone provides employment for 
about twelve hundred— all men—- and 
practically the whole of Monaco de- 
pends on the gambling establishment. 
The growth of the place in recent years 
has been something enormous. \ came 
here first about ten years ago and I 
should say Monte Carlo had much more 
than doubled in number of buildings — 
while in value I lie increase has been 
vastly more. There are hotels almost 
without number, and the new ones— 
such as the magnificent Riviera Palace. 
par . 1 m, ay ,,p the Mountain, the Balmoral 
and The Hermitage must have cost 
many millions. The general impression 
«s I think, that hotel prices here are 
very high: but there arc plenty of good 
quiet hotels here where one can live 
exceedingly well and at a cost ccrtainlv 
no greater than at Nice or Alentone. I 
am at a small hotel at the top of the 
public garden, only a minutes walk from 
the Casino. I have never stayed at any 
other so 1 am not much of an author- 
ity on Monte Carlo hotels, but I get a 
good room, with sunny dressing room, 
and all meals, all for twenty francs per 
day : and the most delicious cooking I 
have ever found anywhere at any price. 
The place is famed for its wines and its 
cuisine, and yet they have practically no 
American patronage. 

Tour readers who come over from 
Nice or Mentone and spend a few 
hours think perhaps that they have seen 
Monte Carlo. I've been here four times 
and I stay a week each time, atm ver i 
never take a walk in any direction' that 
1 do not find something new and inter- 
esting And if only I knew enough 
French to ask questions and understand 
answers I'd know a lot more about the 
place than I do. 

Those two splendid rows of palms 
in the public garden— what kind are 
they? They are not Royal Palms. I’ve 
seen millions of those in Cuba, but they 
arc just as straight and the hark is as 
smooth ; there are sixteen of them, 
eight in each row. I measured several of 
them with my hands, roughly this morn- 
ing: there is not one of all the six- 
teen less than three feet in diameter — 
several arc over four feet and two very 
nearly or quite four and a half feet! 
And you that carefully cultivate a rather 
scrnggly rubber tree or two in your 
houses, did you ever notice the one in 
the Casino garden, at least fort}* feet 
high, as symetrical as one of our Tem- 
ple street maples and with a spread of 
more than thirty feet? And such flow- 
ers — great beds of splendid purple pan- 
sies and the most wondrous geraniums, 
roses like our June, great masses ol 
purple Ronganvillca and all sorts of 
flowering shrubs and all so wonderfully 
kept! There arc scores of men always 
working in the Casino grounds. The

Brae Burn greens, and yet I never saw 
a lawn mower here. I saw three men 
mowing this afternoon, all with the cur 
ions clumsy looking sevthes . j mens 
tired one of them: the blade was 6 1-2 
inches wide at the butt, tapering to 
point. 

Did you ever go up to I.a Tiirbic? 
Choose as perfect a day as I did yes 
terdav : the station of the funicular is 
only three or four minutes walk from 
this hotel: the trains run about every 
half hour. In twenty minutes you are 
landed seventeen hundred feet up in tne 
air.

It 
seems as if you could throw a stone 
into the Casino, and in front the beauti- 
ful Mediterranean gloriously bine and 
nothing between you and Africa: to the 
east you can sec away beyond Mentone 
and beyond the Italian border, while to 
the west the mountain La Tate du Chicn 
shuts off Nice from view ; am* then 
walk hack to the quaint village of La 
Turkic with the old Roman ruin which 
gave the place its name, and which was 
built before the Christian era.

tiered ^ ou art asked your name, occu- 
pation, where from, where staying: then 
if the examiner is satisfied with your 
looks and dress, you are turned over to 
a clerk who in a great book writes down 
ail you have told of yourself, and pos- 
sib y some other facts for identification, 
and then you arc passed along to another 
clerk who prepares your ticket: this tick- 
et is numbered to correspond with the 
number of your entry in the ledger, and 
is a different shape and color each day: 
you may get a six sided orange colored 
ticket today, hut before you can get in 
another day this ticket must lie taken 
to the bureau, there you record is look- 
ed tip in the great ledgers, and if no 
black marks arc found against vou will 
be exchanged for a new ticket' which 
may be a round blue one. but will never 
he like the one of the day before: and 
when four of these daily tickets have 
been issued to you. you may on your 
hf|h visit if your record is clear get a 
ticket for a month and this monthly tick- 
et admits you to the gaming rooms 
through a different entrance and the 
three frock suited guards are a bit more 
obsequious than those at the entrance you I 
have been previously permitted to pass.

When everything is running there are 
nineteen roulette and six trentc-quaraute 
tables in operation. In t lie very dullest 
part nf the year they get down to ahoul 
five and two. Kach roulclfc table begins 
daily with 80,000 francs in gold, silver 
anti bills on the table, and each trente- 
quarante with 1 50.000 francs. So when 
all are running full it lakes two million 
four hundred and twenty thousand 
francs, about half a million dollars to 
start things going. 

At roulette the smallest bet you can 
make is 5 francs, and the largest 6000. 
At the other game which is purely a 
■ard game with no mechanism the small- 
est is a “Louis” (20 francs) and the 
maximum 12,000. 

What is meant by "breaking the bank 
at Monte Carlo” is merely winning all 
the money at one table so lhat chat ta- 
ble has to make a f resli start. Vou can 
see that this is by no means impossible : 
supposing three men start when tbc table 
begins anil each bets the maximum on 
the same chance, leaving original stake 
and winnings on the table: they would 
only have to win three times running be- 
fore it would take 144,000 francs to pav 
them — : and to win three times in suc- 
cession is a very common thing. I saw 
a “run of eight” at one of the tables 
yesterday. 

Let me try to describe a roulette table 
on the chance that not all of you have 
seen one: the table itself in something 
more than three times as long as it is 
wide, divided in the middle bv the 
“roulette” so that there are two groups 


of players seated at each end and as far 
up each side as the croupier's scats per- 
mit each group playing independent of 
the oilier, but their success or failure 
governed by the one “roulette” in the 
middle. It takes eight officials— “crou- 
piers — as they *are called to man each 
one of these tables: first in the midd* 
of the table and opposite the “roulette" 
on cither side arc seated two: these four 
men all have somewhat different duties, 
but whatever one does is only for about 
naif an hour at a time: he then shifts 
duties with some other croupier at the 
same table, or goes to another table, and 
all these changes arc made on signal— 
quietly— and with military iwocision. 
The “roulette” is a shallow howl shaped 
affair, perhaps three feet in diameter, di- 
vided into 37 compartments numbered 
from 0 to 36 but not consecutively, and 
each compartment lieing either red or 
black; the roulette revolves on a pivot, 
and is so beautifully adjusted that it is 
said that with a good start it will con- 
tinue to spin twelve minutes before it 
stops. There are four handles either of 
which may be grasped by the croupier 
when he is ready to start the wheel, 
when sufficient time has been given for 
the placing of bets on the table the 
croupier starts the roulette whirling in 
one direction and with a deft twist of 
the same hand starts the ball, which is 
of the size of a marble, skating around 
the inside of the howl in a direction op- 
posite to its revolution. When the ball 
is about to fall into one of the numbered 
compartments the croupier says “ricn 
ne va plus" and no more bets can be 
made until the ball is in the compartment 
and its number, color, whether odd or 
even, or whether below 19 or above 1 p 
is announced, all money lost by players 
raked in by the croupiers and all win- 
nings paid. If the ball happens to drop 
into the zero box then all money bet 
on any other number or combination of 
numbers belongs to the bank— while all 
money bet on the “even chances” that 
is Red or Black. Odd or Even, “Passe" 
(above 18) or “Manzue” (below 19) if 
put "in poeson" to await the result of 
the next spin of the wheel, or if the 
player prefers he may take one half his 
stake and let the hank have the other 
half. Each end of these long tables is 
covered with green cloth, on which are 
the mi tubers 1 to 36 arranged in three 
columns of 12 each covering a space 
perhaps eight feet by three feet, with 
, zero in a space by itself next to the 
wheel, and the rest of the table space is 
given over to places to put your money 
on the “even chances”, the space for 
red being on one side the table and, 
black on the other, and the same with 
the others: then at the extreme ends) 
spaces to bet on “dozens” and columns”. 

There is room for ten players to be 
seated around each diagram, which gives 
an opportunity for twenty players in 
all to sit at each table; hut there is no 
limit to the number that may stand about 
and during the busy hours people are 
standing two or three deep around ev- 
ery table. The four croupiers at the 
middle of the table, not only start the 
wheel as 1 have described hut change 
money, place bets on the table for the 
players, rake in the hanks winnings and 
pay the winners, all with a deftness and 
precision that is marvellous: besides 
these there is a croupier at each end of 
the table to place bets and pass up mon- 
ey for changing—: and on either side 
of the table in raised seats are the two 
who keep a general oversight and see 
that neither the players or the croupiers 
make an mistakes. 

The operation of starting the tables 
in the morning is most interesting, but 
in order to see it vnu must get in the 
rooms when they open : ami so mnnv 
“system players” want to he sure of their 
favorite seat at a table that you will 
find a crowd beginning to gather shortly 
after nine in the great hall from which 
lead the “rooms" : the company is math 
to arrange itself in columns three 
abreast in front of the double doors nf 
the two entrances: as soon as about 50 
are gathered in columns, a couple of uni- 
formed attendants step in behind and 
nn more are permitted in that bunch, and 
a new column is formed behind. Then 
the “doormen” pass down the line to 
sec that every one in the “first division" 
has a ticket ; just at 5 minutes of ten 
the great doors open and all the columns 
arc permitted to advance about fifty 
feet and again halted by these Monte 
Carlo soldiers: but when the hands of 
the big clock in the ante room points ex- 
actly at ten then a band clap is given 
that sounds like the crack of a pistol — 
and you witness the only unseemly 
scramble that ever is permitted in these 
dignified halls! It scents like the scram- 
ble for rush seats at a Friday Symphony 
rehearsal ! 

But if in the scramble you have reached 
a table you may put a card with your 
initails and a piece of money in the seat 
you select and then it is yours when the 
table begins play. But you notice that 
at each table there stand eight croupiers 
and with them nvo dignified men that 
might be bank cashiers : they are men 
from the treasury, and in a moment two 
stalwart men bring to the table the 
“strong box” with the money. The box 
is unlocked and the eighty thousand 
francs is taken out : the croupiers re- 
ceive from the treasury men the bills - 
counting them and acknowledging the 
amount ; then the gold is turned over to 
ihe croupiers in rolls, and by them, 
weighed roll by roll and afterward

then there remains only the great pile of 
silver five franc pieces : these are counted 
divided between the sides and piled in 
even rolls. Then comes a uniformed at- 
tendant with a spirit level which hr 
puts on the roulette : one of the crou- 
piers examines it carefully— approves- 
•t is tried once more at right angles, 
and approved, by this time all the play 
ers are seated and when thev have lak 
en out their money and the bank has 
changed it into such denominations as 
are wished, the croupiers all in there 
stations, the one who is to start the 
wheel says in the curiously monotonous 
tones which they all use “faites les joux. 
Messieurs” (make your bets, gentle- 
men) and the table is on: it is just ten 
minutes past ten. 

There is in the Casino a quite gor- 
geous theatre. 1 saw here last evening 
the company of Russian dancers that 
took X. ^ . and Boston by storm last 
winter If I remember we paid five dol- 
lars for a good seat : here the best seats 
arc ten francs : and the orchestra is one 
of the finest in Europe: that is more 
thing that is cheap in Monte Carlo. 
The performance begins at nine, and 
with the unusually long intermissions the 
final curtain does not fall until nearly 
midnight. But there is time to walk 
through the “rooms” before they close 
at twelve, and they are still crowded. 
And then stroll over to the Cafe de 
Paris, find a seat at a table light a ci- 
gar and look around you at as cosmopol- 
itan a crowd as the world can show. The 
red coated Tzigane band is playing the 
gayest ragtime and the tables are filling 
with beautifully dressed ladies of all 
the nations of the earth — and — hut this 
letter is now altogether too long!

On several occasions you have referr- 
ed to the improved service of the Bos- 
ton and Albany railroad. True it is that 
they keep to schedule belter than at one 
time, but to do this they have taken off 
trains and cut down the running time of 
all. One glaring instance of poor ac- 
commodation may be found in the rush 
hours. A verv good train leaves Boston 
at 4 40 p. in. The next train is five min- 
utes later, at 4.45 p. m^Then there is a 
. wait of 25 minutes to 5.10 p. m. Think 
of it,— trains 25 minutes apart during 
rush hours. The consequence is that the 
5.10 train is a very long one and even 
then there are passengers standing in 
the aisles. I frequently come out on the 
5.10 and in no case have I seen seating 
room enough for all. And this has been 
going on for more than a year while the 
papers have been talking up improved 
service. Under the B. and A. we had a 
train every ten minutes between 4.30 
and 6.30. That gave 13 trains. Now we 
have ten trains. Where is the improve- 
ment? We can stand the loss of a few 
trains but that wait of 25 minutes is by 
much too much.

Locating Icebergs. 

The captain of on ocean steamer in 
most cases finds out when his vessel 
is approaching an iceberg from the 
men down In the engine room. That 
sounds queer, but It is a fact never- 
theless. It appears tbnt when a 
steamship enters water considerably 
colder than that through which it has 
been going Its propeller runs faster. 
Such water usually surrounds the vici- 
nage of Icebergs for ninny miles. 
When the propeller’s action therefore 
is accelerated without the steam pow- 
er being increased word Is passed up 
to the officer on the bridge that ice- 
bergs may be expected, nnd a close 
lookout for them is established. There 
are natural reasons for the propeller 
nctlng In this way. and sea captains 
will assert the same thing.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME. 

The legislature has hern really work- 
ing tho past few Hays ami is making 
considerable progress in cutting down 
its ralrndar Perhaps the most interest- 
ing feature iff the week was the dc 
tnatid from Mr. Harvey S. Chase of 
West Newton, expert in chief to Gov- 
ernor Foss, for an opportunity to ans- 
wer the statements of State Treasurer 
Steven?., in which he ridiculed the ex- 
pert report on his department. Mr. 
Chase made a demand on Mr. Stevens 
for access to his Imoks once more, — a 
demand which Mr. Stevens refused ami 
upon which he asked the opinion of the 
attorney general. Regardless of the right 
or wrong of the situation, it is extremely 
poor politics for Treasurer Stevens to 
refuse the request of Mr. Chase. If Mr. 
Stevens' position is correct, he ought 
to welcome the most thoro and repeated 
investigations, or otherwise, the people 
will get tlu* idea that lie is endeavoring 
to conceal something. Mr. Stevens ought 
to receive some good advice from the 
leaders of the Republican party on this 
point. 

Speaker Walker has got in “wrong" 
in attempting to introduce a hill to al- 
low the state to levy an income lax, 
anti the Rules committee has acted wise- 
ly in refusing to suspend the rule to ad- 
mit it at this session. While the Senate 
has killed the federal income bill in the 
form of an amendment to the national 
constitution, there is ample evidence 
that the necessary number of states will 
1 soon be found to ratify the amendment, 
and it would be folly for Massachusetts 
to levy a state income tax. with the oat - 1 
ional government authorized lo put on] 
another Senator Pearson of Brookline > 
has the right idea in advocating a meth- 
od which would authorize the national 
government to levy an income tax. and 
return the major portion of it lo the 
states retaining a portion for its own 
use and for the cost of collection. A 
state income lax would drive wealthy 
person* into other states, while a feder- 
al income tax would be collected nil ov- 
er the country. It Has always seemed ad- 
visable to me to have the taxes on all 
forms of personal property levied and 
collected 1 v the national government, as 
a plan which would trend towards 
equity in assessment, collection and thor- 
oncss. The suggestion of Senator Pear- 
son, who comes from Brookline, by the 
wav. is in this direction. 

, Representative White made a valiant 
effort last week to induce the House to 
substitute his bill to regulate the busi- 
ness of pharmacy, for the adverse re- 
port of the committee in charge, but 
notwithstanding ihe fact that Mr. White 
is a pharmacist, the House enjoyed lus 
speech but sustained the committee. 

Our three representatives have voted 
-as a unit the past week, in favor of 
amendment to the hill to provide for 
punishment of officers of railroad cor- 
porations who violate certain laws, by 
inserting the pregnant word “wilfully”, 
the amendment being defeated, and tdsn 
against the bill itself, the bill passing 
however by a large margin. They were 
in the majority, however, on Monday on 
the vote for the bill relative to taxation 
of legacies, the margin of success being 
small. 

Mr. Ellis was one of the speakers to 
oppose the bill to allow the sale of "bob” 
veal, and that bill as well as one to au- 
thorize cities to provide lunches for 
school children were deservedly defeat- 
ed. 

Senator Mulligan has voted againts re- 
consideration of the defeat of the fed- 
eral amendment to tax incomes, against 
the amendments to the night messenger 
service bill, in favor of tabling the res- 
olutions in relation to direct election of 
L T . S. Senators, in favor of indefinitely 
postponing the resolutions protesting 
against removal of duties on hoots and 
shoes, against the bill to enlarge the au- 
thority of local municipalities in grant- 
ing street railway freight franchises, 
against the peaceful persuasion bill, and 
in favor of the amendment to the stat»* 
constitution to enlarge the powers of 
the Legislature in taking land for high- 
ways. 

Practical Politics pays a deserved trib- 
ute to the work against the Greater Bos- 
ton federation, saying: 

“The house on Thursday, with hardly 
an effort, killed the poor skeleton of a 
Real Boston hill which the chamber of 
commerce and allied bodies finally won 
out of the committee on metropolitan 
affairs. The house could do but little 
else. The Real Boston scheme as pro- 
posed by the chamber included a met- 
ropolitan council and several oilier sim- 
ilar contraptions. Tt was a great big 
lusty,, and vet somewhat crazy, scheme. 
Ostensibly the chamber was veiling that 
it would mean that Boston would be 
rated as the fourth city in the country 
in census returns, which was not so and 
never could be so. 

Then the Anti-Real Boston people 
from Newton got to work and punched 
♦he chamber of commerce plan full of 
holes. 

When they closed their arguments, the 
chamber was down on its knees calling 
for mercy, and the spell-binders.^ who 
for six months had been talking it up. 
were wondering where they fitted. As a 
concession the Newton people agreed 
that they would allow a bill to be re- 
ported which would provide for Met- 
ropolitan Boston in name and that the 
chamber could go as far as it liked in 
trying to get statistical recognition for 
ii. The chamber was willing to take 
anything which it could get at that time, 
ami it assented. The hill came into tlio 
house and was rejected Thursday. There 
vr»s some debate, hut hardly enough lo 
win a notice in the newspapers and the 
end was without tears. 

The one man who. more than anv 
other, deserves credit for the puncturing 
of the foolish claims of the chamber of 
commerce people is Frank T. Miller, a 
Newton alderman. Miller has but hide 
use for fancy schemes, but has an un- 
holy method of handling facts, ami lie 
pave the chamber neonle their full nf 
diem. When thev talked about the coun- 
cil eh showed how ii would he puerile 
When thev talked of statistics, he was 
right at home. There were other mem 
lurs of the Newton committee, hut Ar- 
thur Blake more, who wrote the origin- 
; l report, ami Miller, who furnished ibe 
fireworks, did the tine work. Miller 
lined up some 29 cities ami towns in on- 
position and got them so thev knew 
what they were opposing, today lm* 
chamber of commerce takes die stand 
d»at it was defeated by die combined ef- 
forts of a majority of the clues and 
towns in the proposed district. It is a 
consoling thought. In reality the cham- 
ber ami its 4500 members was beked 
I.V Franklin T. MilVr. win. .lias ‘ taU.* 
of getting after things ami '•ticking to 
thorn till tlio i“h i. fuu,lu-«l"

According to a preliminary statement 
from the national census bureau, issued 
by Director Durand from figures com- 
piled by William M. Steuart, chief stat- 
istician, the city of Newton, Mass., has 
made great industrial advances since 
1904 in every item save the number of 
establishments, which in 1909 showed 
46, two less than in 1904. a decrease of 
4 per cent. 

The value of the products of the in- 
dustrial establishments of Newton in 
1909 was $6,279,000 as compared with 
$4,141,000 in 1904, an increase of $2,138- 
000 or 52 per cent. The average value 
of the products per establishment was 
$137,000, as compared with only $86,000 
in 1904_ Capital invested in these estab- 
lishments in 1909 was $5,669,000 as com- 
pared with $4,324,000 in 1904 an incease 
of 31 per cent. 

An increase of 51 per cent is shown 
in the cost of the materials used, as the 
value of these in 1909 was $3,383,000. 
against $2,242,000 in 1904. Salaries and 
wages paid in 1909 amounted to $1,427,- 
000, as compared with $1,145,000 in 
1904, or an increase of 25 per cent. Mis- 
cellaneous expenses in 1909 amounted 
to $433,000 and in 1904 were $318,000, 
showing an increase of 36 per cent. 

The number of salaried officials and 
clerks was 160. as compared with 139 in 
1904, or an increase of 15 per cent, and 
a similar percentage of increase is 
shown in the number of wage earners 
employed in 1909, which was 2174. in 
compaison with 1893 employed in 1904. 

The value added to the products by 
manufacture was $2,896,000 in 1909, as 
compared with $1,899,000 in 1904, an in- 
crease of 53 per cent. In this one item 
the showing is far more favorable than 
that of Cambridge or Chelsea, as Cam- 
bridge showed an increase of 19 per 
cent and Chelsea of 15 per cent.

(Wc give today the third of the wftrj 
talks which the members of Charles 
Ward Post, G. A. R„ of this city, are 
indulging in this year. These rcniitiis- j 
cent experiences hy the old veterans are 
attracting wide spread Interest in our | 
community. I 

It was Gram, who had liven given su- 
preme command of the Union armies, 
that fought the famous battle of the 
Wilderness, a two tlaj's terrific struggle 
early in May, 1864. In that blind, fur- 
ious grapple, in almost impenetrable 
woods ami thickets, where Union sol- 
diers pushed aside hushes to find mor 
tal enemies bursting through the adjoin 
mg jungle and face to face with them: 
where there was 14 hours of severe 
righting on teh 0th of May, and during 
which combat Gen, Wadsworth was shot 
in the head while inspiring his division 
of Warren's corps: where the smoke of 
at least 200,000 men destroying one an- 
other with vialanous saltpetre filled the 
valleys, rested upon the hills, liung m 
lurid haze all around the horizon when 
the red sun went down : where on the 
afternoon of the 7th, Gen. Longstrcc? 
of the enemy was wounded, just as he 
and Hancock were having it the hardest 
over on the Union left; and where a 
small squad of the boys in blue came, 
in the thickest of the rebel dead, upon 
a northern soldier severely wounded the 
day before when the Federal troops had 
advanced the farthest and had remained 
unmolested within the enemy’s lines, 
lot was now crawling about gathering 
wild violets, and had already made up 
a lovely hoquet of those sweet smelling 
flowers— in that great battle some of the 
Newton Post took their gallant part. 

One of these was Comrade Colon 51 
Oher of Anburndalc, who served in tile 
31st Maine infantry, assigned to the 
second brigade, second division, ninth 
army corps, then commanded hv Gen. 
Burnside. He spoke of his regiment's 
march from Alexandria to Bristow 
Station, with five days rations in Hav- 
ersacks. through Fairfax Court House, 
over ground which hail been more nr 
less often covered by advancing and re- 
treating armies : of fording the stream 
called Bull Run, where be saw many 
I relics of the first great battle of that 
i name, so disastrous to our forces; of 
1 passing the earth works at Ccntrcville, 
where Lee had held McClellan at bay 
with guns impregnable in appearance, 
but which proved to Ik made of wooden 
logs; and of his regiment’s crossing the 
Rappahannock and the Rapidan rivers, 
finally reaching the front — the Wilder- 
ness battle — just as the sun was rising 
the morning of May 6th. 

■*\\*e were marching." said Cninw' 
Ober. "in regimental front, and of all 
the tangled underbrush, thorns, bil- 
berry bushes, morasses, hills and dales, 
that land heat them all. I held my gun at 
nresent arms to keen my face from be- 
ing scratched but both my hauls were 
hireling. We came to a roadway where 
we were orlered. in a whisper, to load 
our guns, which done several of the men 
fired into the woods in front, and this 
brought out shells from a rebel batten- 
on our right. We struggled deeper into 
the tangle, formed a line facing that 
battery, nnd were then ordered to lie 
down, with shot and shell coming fre- 
nucnliv though not disastrous, as onlv 
a few of my regiment were wounded. 
There happened to he a big nine tree di- 
rectly in front of me. 1 gladly sat down 
behind it : and hardlv bad I done so 
when I heard the rebel yell for the first 
time. 

"Presently 1 began to look around, 
taking in both sides as much as possible 
On our side Hancock's corps had ? 
breastwork of logs, which the enemy 
charged close up to then a part of the 
second corps charged back at them, and 
this was repeated two or three times, 
much to my delight, for I was now see- 
ing the northern and southern armies in 
actual warfare. But I was soon satisfied 
and felt somewhat like the man from 
Seituate. Mass., who, after going through 
several battles and exposures of every 
kind, often short of food, received a let- 
ter from his wife asking him where he 
had placid some article that he had used 
just before leaving home for the front. 
He wrote her that he put it tn me closet 
back of the kitchen stove, and he wish- 
ed to heaven he was in there with it. 

"The battle of the Wilderness was 
now on in full force. Grant with 125,000 
troops was facing Lee, who had about 
half as many; as the latter was in a 
chosen position, on interior and shorter 
lines, his smaller strength was equal to 
our own. Besides, Gram could not make 
use of all hsi force at the same time. 
Later in the day our regiment withdrew 
from the position taken in the morning 
and we went to the rear where, in an 
open field, we made coffee, after which 
we returned to the same position. But 
we lost hardlv more than 25 men in 
killed and wounded. The afternoon of 
the 7th we inarched over the plank road 
about four miles to Chancellors ville 
tavern and cross-roads, where we were 
drawn up in line and all the men in the 
31st who could chop down a tree were 
ordered to step to ihe front. I joined 
the choppers and went to a supply wag- 
on where an axe was given me. Only 
recently I was relating this incident to 
Mr. Perkins, of the firm of Silas Peirce 
& Company, of Boston, and he informed 
me that lie was the man who handed nu. 
that axe. , , , , 

"We felled tries and piled them up 
to make a defence against any attack 
that might he made by I.ec's troops on 
Grant if he attempted to retreat toward 
Washington, as all other generals had 
done before, after fighiug the Confeder- 
ates at or near Chnncelbirsville and 
Fredericksburg : but instead lie contin- 
ued on toward Richmond, to 'light it 
out on this line if ii takes all summer ’ 
Hv and hv I was relieved frow further 
dutv for the night and laid down for 
rest and sleep. lust then a 1k»v of about 
12 years who joined us at Boston and 
persistently remained with us to the etui, 
came to me for something to eat. but 
1 had to tell him my larder was entirely 


empty. He borrowed my knife, went off. 
to soon return with a partly filled hav- 
ersack, and 1 was happy once more.” 

Comrade Oher gave the losses in the 
battle of the Wilderness as— Federal. 
37,000; Confederates, 11,000. Gen. Al- 
exander, Longst reel's chief of artillery, 
places the number at — Federal killed, 
wounded and missing, 18,366: Con ten 
crates. 7750. Other authorities make the 
Union loss about 17 per cent, and that 
of the enemy 18 per cent of the num- 
ber engaged, which would he 20.400 for 
the former and 11,700 for the latter. 
Certainly no other great battle ever 
took place before on such ground : but 
little of the comhattants could he seen 
at any time, and its progress was known 
to the senses chiefly hy the rising and 
falling sounds of a vast musketry fire 
which continually swept along the lines 
of battle many miles in length. 

On the evening of 'May 7t7i Grant sci 
out for Spottsylvania Court House, 
hoping to pass around his adversary’s 
right, but Lee was there before him. ami 
an unparalleled struggle — unparalleled 
because of the fighting, its duration and 
the individual heroism shown — was the 
result of that race for position. Tom. 
rade Ober’s regiment was in that fight, 
and his brief story of Spottsylvania. 
where he arrived just after dark, will 
begin the next article of the series. 
—

GOOD WORK. 

Efficient work on the part of police 
officers in the vnrjous cities ana towns 
where the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company’s service is used has resulted 
in the arrest and conviction of quite a 
number of rowdies and Irresponstme 
hovs for breaking electric street lamps. 

The latest convictions for this crime 
were in Court at Stoughton last week 
Two boys, Arthur Lane and Edward 
Curran, were sentenced and ordered to 
make restitution. Clarence Clark was dis 
charged and the cases of Henry Mc- 
Dermott ami Joseph Gibbons were con- 
tinued. The Judge in the case reserved 
the right to impose further sentence at 
the end of six months’ probation, if 
necessary. 

In several towns, among them Can- 
ton and Sharon, hoys have been running 
riot in breaking street lamps.ln the eyes 
of the law this is a very serious offence. 
Not only is there a severe penalty for in- 
teference with the property of an elec- 
tric lighting company, hut Chapter 208, 
Section 78, of the Laws of Massachu- 
setts, reads in part as follows: 

"(Whoever) wilfully, intentionally 
and without right mars or defaces a 
building or sign hoard, or extinguishes 
a lamp, or breaks, destroys or removes 
a lamp, lamp post railing or post which 
has been erected on a bridge, sidewalk, 
public way, court or passage, shall he 
punished hy imprisonment for not more 
than six months or hv a fine of not 
more than fifty dollars.” 

The Edisot? Electric Illuminating 
Company of Boston has instituted ^vig- 
orous campaign to break up this form 
of depredation. It is extremely danger- 
ous. especially for persons like firemen, 
milkmen, physicians, etc., who often 
have to make hurried emergency trips, 
and who have been accustomed to gov- 
ern their speetl and their direction by 
certain lamps. If these lamps are out 
when the emergency call comes, results 
arc likely to he disastrous and perhaps 
fatal. Last year it cost the Edison Com- 
pany nearly $10,000 to replace street 
lamps that had been broken maliciously. 

Such acts as these lead hoys into more 
serious trouble as they grow up heed- 
less of the rights of others and with- 
out respecting the law until, finally, 
they graduate as members of the 
“gang,” become full fledged hoodlums, 
a disgrace to their parents and a men- 
ace to society. If parents kept a stricter 
watch over thejr hoys, there would he 
fewer cases of juvenile crime and gen- 
eral annoyance to the public. Many a 
mother’s heart lias been needlessly brok- 
en — a sound thrashing administered 
when the lad began to he wayward 
would have cured the boy and made a 
use f ik man put of him.

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CIVIC FEDERATION THE NEWTON CLUlHAFTER LONG lERVICE WIN TWO GAMES 


The nnmial meeting of the Civic Fed- 
eration of Newton was held at the 
Newton Club, Ncwtonvillc, May 11th, 
1911. The officers of the Federation and 
representatives from the various Im- 
provement Associations to the number 
of twenty- seven were present at the din- 
ner. 

The following officers were reelected 
for the ensuing year : President. Charl- 
es E. Kelsey, Vice-Presidents, Frank A. 
Day. Hon. George Hutchinson, Allston 
Burr, Treasurer, Frederic W. Freeman, 
Secretary, Harry D. Cabot. 

Mr. H. R. Fane of Wahan made a re- 
port for the Committee which last year 
had charge of the photographic contest. 
The results obtained from the contest 
seem to warrant a repetition of it this 
season and it was accordingly voted that 
a committee of live with full powers he 
appointed by the Chair to conduct a pho- 
tographic contest similar to the one of 
last year. 

His Honor, the Mayor, was called up- 
on for a few remarks and complimented 
the Federation and various Improve- 
ment Associations on the excellent work 
which they have done and urged all to 
cooperate for the best interests of the 
city. 

At the conclusion of the dinner, the 
President called upon the following gen- 
tlemen to make reports in behalf of 
their respective organizations and dis- 
tricts: — Mr. E. R. Squire, Aubnrndale ; I 
Mr. A, C. Burnham, Newton Centre; 
Mr. J. A. Gould, Newton Upper Falls; 
Mr. C. F. Johnson, Jr., Newton High- 
lands; Mr. Wm. Price, Ncwtonvillc; 
Mr. Geo. M. Angier. Waban ; Mr. Chas. 
E. Gibson, West Newton. 

These reports more than justified Ihe 
existence of the Federation and the Im- 
provement Associations, and did much 
to prove our right to the title of the 
‘‘Garden’ City.” 

The Mayor then called the attention 
of the Federation to the condition of 
the streets in certain districts of the city 
and stated that owing to the expense in- 
cident to oiling the streets the resulting 
taxes were a burden on certain commu- 
nities, and recommended this question 
to the consideration of the Federation. 
After some further discussion, on mo- 
tion duly made it was voted that the 
Chair appoint a committee of three to 
confer with the Mayor with a view to 
improving the condition of the streets 
in such districts and arrange for the 
payment of the expense incidental there- 
to as might seem advisable. 

The preservation of improvements 
and the protection of the citizens from 
the injuries to their property ana trees 
was then brought up for action. A con- 
siderable discussion of this matter fol- 
lowed, and on motion du>- made it was 
voted that the Chair appoint a commit- 
tee with full powers to confer with the 
Mayor, the Chief of Police and the 
fudge of the Court with a view to elim- 
inating' as far as possible depredation 
and destruction of property and im- 
provements. 

The matter of play grounds in the 
various districts of Newton and having 
directors to manage them occupied a 
prominent place in the business of the 
meeting. Mr. W. C. Brewer made an 
extensive report on the history of the 
Newton Centre playground, and it was 
the sense of the meeting that the dif- 
ferent associations should acquire land 
for playground purposes and develop 
the same as necessity and opportunity 
would permit. , . 

Several complaints were made in re- 
gard to speeding autos oil Common- 
wealth Avenue and lack of police pro- 
tection to pedestrians. No official action 
was taken on this matter, and it was 
left for the individuals to register any 
complaints with the Mayor or Chief of 
Pol iefc. 

It was the general opinion of all pres- 
ent that the meeting together of the 
representatives from jhe_vanous_dis-_ 


Saturday evening last, 13th insF, an 
interested audience listened to Mr. 
Henry C. Fong who with the aid of 
stcrcnpticon views showed the vast ton- 1 
nage that would come to Boston from 
Canada and the West were its port fa- 
cilities whnt they should be and in the 
opinion of the lecturer whnt they will 
1-e in a few years time. 

The lack of proper loading and ware- 
housing capacity was strikingly shown i 
contrast with Montreal, Santos, Brazil, 
Buenos Ayres. Valparaiso, Fivcrpooi. 
Manchester and Rotterdam. In each 
were found all modern and up to date 
contrivances for quick transfer from 
vessel to warehouse or vice versa. The 
placing of pier warehouses with double 
tracks on each side and the system of 
swing cranes, each propelled liv its own 
electric power, was in marked contrast 
with Boston’s one and two story sheds 
ami method of handling, by windlass or 
hand, its incoming nr outgoing packages. 

The needs of Boston were well set 
forth. A new Harbor Board was advo- 
cated for the harmonious development 
of the port. Business now lacking would 
.conic if facilities for handling wcic 
present. A dry dock of largest size; 
long piers to permit a vessel discharg- 
ing and loading by moving onlv a ship’s 
length ; electric cranes, suitable track- 
age and warehouses ami a belt line ra.I- 
way embracing territory within a radius 
of 20 miles are needed to pm us well 
'ahead of any other city in our own 
country, though only on a par with cit- 
ies above named. 

Our citizens will do well to heartily 
support any legislation framed to prop- 
erly secure the utmost development of 
Boston’s neglected opportunities. The 
cost would he more than met by benefits 
and increased valuation, rentals, etc. 

The lecturer was warmly congratula- 
ted on his able presentation of the mat- 
ter. The Club hopes to have another il- 
lustrated talk from him in the fail on 
similar lines.

great opportunity to be friendly 'and he 
counted it a joy to improve that privi- 
lege. With all classes, creeds, national- 
ities he was a friend and the amount 
of his service was only limited by his 
opportunity and strength. He had a tine 
sense of the true ethics of friendship 
and that sense kept him from the mis- 
takes so commonly made by less thought 
ful men in his profession. He had many 
warm friends and lie deserved them all. 

The trait that appeals to us most to- 
day is his courage. 

He has been a sick man for weeks, 
hut he would not give up. He knew that 
nil his strength and courage was needed 
at home ami when urged to give up his 
work and take a needed rest he felt for 
the sake of those he loved that he must 
maintain ihe even tenor of his way, so 
that those iit home should not know 
hmv poorly he really was. The last time 
he was in our home wc spoke of his 
condition, lmt he replied “I am not so 
badly off as I look. My anxiety is for 
my father who is more poorly than I 
have ever seen him and I must brace 
up.” That is exactly what lie did and 
all honor to him and every other heroic 
soul who, for the sake of others, for- 
gets his own ills and comforts and 
blesses those who need his courage in 
his own home. 

He needs no eulogy in this commu- 
nity. Here arc the people who knew and 
loved him and thev have only words of 
praise.

CHILD WELFARE CONFERENCE. 

A conference on Child Welfare was 
held by the department of Industrial 
and Social Conditions of the State Fed- 
eration at Worcester at the Woman’s 
Club House on Friday, May fifth. While 
there was not the attendance that the 
conference merited a goodly number 
of delegates went up front the clubs of 
Greater Roston and many front neigh- 
boring towns as far as Springfield were 
in attendance. The Worcester women 
were indefatigible in their efforts to 
make it pleasant for their guests and 
everything was done to make the meet- 
ing a success. What was lacking in num- 
bers was fully made up in interest and 
enthusiasm. 

The meeting was called to order hv 
Miss Georgie A. Bacon, president of 
the Federation and a member of the 
hostess club. Mrs. Florence S. Slocomb, 
president of the Worcester Woman’s 
Chib, presented the greetings to Wor- 
cester and Miss Bacon responded. 

Mrs. Caroline S. Atherton of Rox- 
bury, a member of the committee who 
prepared and sent out the Questionnaire 
on Child Welfare, was the first speaker 
of the morning and explained some 
points which have been misunderstood 
in this questionnire. Mrs. Atherton took 
her hearers back to the address of Rab- 
bi Wise at the mid-winter meeting and 
his question "Is it well with the child?” 
and his conclusion "Then it is well with 
yon." The committee, she said, had been 
encouraged to try this method of ob- 
taining data from the good results of 
a similar set sent out by the Education 
department several years ago. It is ne- 
cessary to get a knowledge of condi- 
tions before suggesting any subject for 
study of the clubs. In replying to 
some criticisms which have been made 
of the questions, she said that it is ne- 
cessary to particularize before you can 
generalize. No child's name is to be 
used and only approximate figures arc 
meant when it comes to income and ex- 
penses. One set of questions is to be 
answered for the same child all the way 
through and it is hoped that the clubs 
will pick out children in different walks 
of life. One club had replied "We have 
no slums." Data concerning the children 
of the well to do and the rich is needed 
just as much as that of the poor. This 
is something Boston can not do nor 
Worcester nor the committee each 
working separately, hut all together can 
do. The returns will he of great value. 

Dr. Amy E. Tanner, who assisted in 
the preparation of the questions and is 
connected with Clark University, spoke 
on "The Use and Abuse of the Qnes- 
lionaire.” She said that this sort of an 
investigation is something which has 
never been attempted before and ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Federation 
is rendering great service in getting in- 
formation along this line. Miss Miriam 
F. Witherspoon, secretary of the Wor- 
cester Associated Charities, told of 
Worcester child-welfare conferences.

which have been held in that citv, and 
of the Children's Institute under the di- 
rection of Clark University and of all 
the material available there. 

During the intermission after lunch- 
eon there was opportunity to look ar- 
ound the commodious clubhouse and to 
visit the Art Museum close by. 

At the afternoon session two phases 
of the subject were presented by ex- 
perts, Miss Alice L. Higgins, general 
secretary of the Boston Associated 
Charities, spoke on "The Child and the 
Home." and Phiiip Davis, supervisor of 
licensed minors of Boston, on "The 
Child and the Street." 

Miss Higgins in opening her address 
referred to the vast number of nation- 
alities comprised in the population of 
Worcester. The making of the Ameri- 
cans of tomorrow or the Americanizing 
of the immigrants is the problem of the 
social worker. Customs and prejudices 
rule the world. The social worker 
should be like the interpreter who knows 
both languages. Too often they know 
only one people and this fact is noth- 
ing short of a social crime. They should 
know the customs of the land from 
which the immigrants come in order to 
understand them and to help them to be- 
come Americans. The family is much 
less strong here than it was where it 
came from. Carelessness here may take 
the place of what was care there. Miss 
Higgins cited cases where the New 
England woman with her Puritanical an- 
cestry utterly fails to comprehend the 
ways of the foreigner. A danger which 
should he avoided is that of belittling 
the parents in the children’s eyes. Jane 
AUdams has appreciated that and for 
the purpose of enhancing the children’s 
estimate of their mothers’ has collect- 
ed in her Social Museum samples of the 
beautiful handiwork of the women front 
the different countries and points to it 
as something which our women cannot 
do. 

The question of assimilation, said 
Miss Higgins, is a tragic one. The so- 
cial worker is confronted with a new 
view of ethics. In Syria it is no crime 
for the children to beg, so these people 
still regard it when they come to this 
country. The investigator will go to the 
home and find the mother gone and 
nothing in the house, so concludes it to 
he a case of vast poverty, while very 
likely the father of the family is wor- 
rying lest someone will want to marry 
his daughter for her money! The fam- 
ily has merely been carrying on in this 
country the customs of the one from 
which they came. She urged her hearers 
to get into touch with the race leaders 
and not lo judge by specific cases, and 
advocated the pensioning of widows 
that they may keep their families to- 
gether instead of turning them out up- 
on the community. Many of these for- 
eigners have become intoxicated with 
the idea of liberty. \Ve don’t know half 
enough of the heroes of other races. 
We can make •Americans through the | 
kinship of ideals ami heroes. j 

I 11 his address Mr. Philip Davis, who ; 
is by the wav a Russian Jew. said that j 
the street is steadily piling on vices up- , 
op vices with which we shall have to 
deal Inter. New York has given up the 
job as hopeless. The time to deal with 
the street problem is before it gets be- 
yond us. Among the diseases which or- 
iginate on the street he mentioned 
"trolley itis”, — the jumping off and on 
cars, — "moneyilis”, “matching pennies," 
the moving picture shows, being out 
late nights and the smoking habit. The 
children have one conduct for the home, 
another for the school and still another 
for the street and the result is a pecul- 
iar child. There is no need of forbid- 
ding the selling of tobacco to children. 
They get all they want from half-used 
cigarels picked up from the street. The 
manufacturers know how to cater to 
the desires of the small N\v with their 
pictures of base ball players ami other 
"heroes.” The Anti-Cigarct League will 
accomplish little with its didactic liter- 
ature. Let them follow the example of 
the tobacco dealers and give tlu* boys 
the sort of thing they crave ami they 
will accomplish much more. 

The street is an open book, but he 
wanted to call attention to a form of 
lift- among citv children which needs to 
be modified before they can settle down 
lo bringing up a healthy ami useful gen- 
eral i-m. The boys regard the street a 
\ 1 1 Man’s Land where they can do any- 
thing thev like without check or hin- 
drance. Thev take certain liberties 
which they can’t have anywhere else 
The street as an institution is unknown 
in Europe and is peculiarly a city insti- 
tution.

1 feel the loss so keenly, 
after many years of close and intimate 
association with him, that words arc in- 
adequate to express my sorrow and 
grief. I have known Frank Frishic, boy 
and man for the past thirty years, and 
it is otic of his chief characteristics that 
during that long period, 1 never heard 
him speak ill of any one. He invariably 
looked for the best in every one anti 
everything, and he naturally allied him- 
self with those things which “work to- 
gether for good." He was interested in 
the church and other organizations for 
the benefit of humanity, and gave them 
loyal and devoted service. Every thing 
he undertook was marked with unusual 
faithfulness and he was conscientious 
to the highest degree, giving the most 
painstaking care to the smallest details. 
As a comrade and friend, he was always 
loyal, always sincere, always straight- 
forward and frank, and the community 
is vastly poorer by his untimely death. 

Some one has aptly said that while 
we all may not be leaders we all of us 
can do our full duty as followers. Our 
friend, who has just passed from us, 
in the first prime of manhood, was do- 
ing his full dutv in the ranks of hu- 
manity, and well merits the welcome 
of his Master, “Well done thou good 
and faithful servant, enter thou into the 
joy of Thy Lord." 

The criticism in our last issue as to 
the train service on the B. & A. R. R. 
between 4.45 and 5JU P. M. is hardly 
justified, if careful investigation is made 
of the facts in the case. Of course, if 
we proceed on the theory that only 
Newton patrons are to be consulted, it 
is useless to go any farther, but if it is 
recognized that other persons are en- 
titled to train service at this busy time 
of the day, the facts are as follows: 
The Riverside train leaves at 4.45, the 
Buffalo express at 4.50, an American 
express train at 4,52, the Circuit train 
at 4.55 a Worcester train at 5.00 and one 
for South Framingham at 5.05. As the 
railroad commissioners required five 
minutes clearance on all passenger 
trains leaving the South Station, it 
would seem as if the demand for ad- 
ditional trains to Newton during that 
period, is unreasonable. 

It is most gratifying after many years 
of harping upon the self evident facts 
in our water department, to have an or- 
der introduced into the aldermen, to re- 
duce the water rates. If this order is 
adopted it will reduce the present rale 
per 1000 gallons from 35 to 30 cents, 
the minimum rate from $10 per year to 
$9 and the faucet rate from $6 to $4.50, 
saving the water consumers on the pres- 
ent basis of consumption about $18,000 
per annum.

This issue of (he Graphic contains an 
account of the closing of the scries of 
department conferences of the State 
Federation, that of the department of 
Industrial ami Social Conditions. In 
looking back over these conferences ibis 
last was in many ways one of the best 
of the scries. The growth in value and 
in popularity of the conferences marks 
one of the great advances which has 
been made by the Federation during the 
present administration. More ami more, 
too, arc the clubs co-operating, which is 
adding strength and definiteness to the 
work. There is, however, one thing to 
be guarded against, and l hat is. the 
danger of overdoing the conferences. 
Those which have hern most successful 
have been the departments which have 
either not held regular conferences be- 
fore or which have entered upon some 
new field of work. Tt would seem to the 
Club Editor that it will not be possible 
to keep them all up to the highest stand- 
ard if each depart ment bolds a confer- 
ence every year. There cannot be of ne- 
cessity be a great deal new to present 
from one season to the next. Might it 
not be better for a committee lo skip 
a year once in a while? 

Another point which the chairmen 
should bear in mind, and that is. that 
there is a difference between a confer- 
ence and a meeting. Occasionally the 
program has been crowded full with 
speakers, so that no time or very liitlc 
was left for the free discussion which a 
conference should give. The feeling of 
haste often drives all questions from 
people's minds and the result has been 
a most interesting program meeting, but 
not a conference in the real sense of the 
term. A good example of the fact that 
women will talk when they have some- 
thing to say was shown at the last 
Presidents’ conference when so many 
had something to give that there was 
not time for all who wished to speak.

Long 
live the conferences, but make sure they 
are going to be conferences!

fever, a had cough and hack of food, 
before daybreak we were in line, then 
marched down a hill and jumped either 
the Po or the N'yc river, I was never 
quite sure which — three streams, the 
Matt, the Po and the Xyo, form the 
Mattapony river, just helow — it was. I 
do know, however, that I did out suc- 
ceed in reaching the opposite bank when 
1 jumped and went in up to my middle. 
1 climbed out. with my long-legged 
I toots full of water, and these were not 
taken ofT until l reached the hospital 
in Washington. 

“Our regiment then formed ami went 
up in front of the ‘Bloody Angle.’ to 
support Gen. Hancock’s charge, where 
he captured so many prisoners and guns 
on the morning of May 12th. 1864. A 
heavy fog covered the low land delaying 
the charge until 4.30 o’clock before it 
was light enough to pick our way over 
and through the many obstructions. Gen. 
Edward Johnson, who commanded a di- 
vision in Ewell’s corps, was taken pris- 
oner, and Hancock put out his hand to 
greet that gentleman whom he had 
known at West Point. The captured 
officer said he woutcl not “shake the hand 
of a Yankee.” whereupon the Union 
soldier replied that lie would not have 
offered his hand under other conditions. 
Our regiment was in front of Lane’s 
brigade of Hill’s corps, 'at Hancock’s 
left. About noon 1 was wounded in the 
left arm, tinder the most terrific mus- 
ketry fire I had experienced or could 
conceive of. I went hack to the Spotts- 
svlvania Court House where there were 
ambulances for the most severely woun- 
ded: the others were told to walk to 
Fredericksburg and from there Lo Bell 
Plain, where they could take boat for 
Washington. There were a dozen or 
more surgeons at a rough board bench 
cutting off legs and arms, and a man 
was carrying the severed limbs away in 
a wheelbarrow. 

“I went up on the scaffold of a barn 
near by, made a bed of some hay and 
was soon at peace with the world, even 
with the man who shot me. Nor did 1 
awaken until after sunrise Ihc next 
morning. Then I started for Fredericks- 
burg. following the procession of woun- 
ded soldiers. As we turned out of the 
woods into the roadway I saw- the or- 
derly sergeant and another member of 
my company, who was the regimental 
clerk : the sergeant was so cramped with 
rheumatism from the wet weather that 
he was unable to do duty. They had a 
large piece of ox liver and fried me all 
I could cat. no small quantity, as I had 
not eaten a mouthful for two days. I 
then proceeded to Fredericksburg, reach- 
ing there about 4 in the afternoon, and 
staid in /the brick building on M .a rye's 
Heights: it had many breaks and holes 
from cannon fired at the great battle 
fought under Burnside in 1862. I do not 
wonder that the loss then was so heavy. 

1 believe one man entrenched on those 
heights could kill ton before they reach- 
| ed him. The houses were mostly vacant, 
as the citizens followed in the rear of 
Lee's army, going to their friends in 
Richmond, Petersburg and other p/aces. 

“The next morning I walked with the 
throng of wounded down the heights of 
Fredericksburg, across the level plain 
to the Rapidan river, crossing by a pon- 
toon bridge, ami so on to Bell Plain, 
where we took the boat which had 
brought up the 1st Maine and 1st Mas- 
sachusetts Heavy artillery regiments, 
that had been doing duty in the forts 
at the capital, but >vere now changed to 
infantry, and they soon got their bloody 
baptisms of battle at Spottsylvania. 
They had enormous knapsacks, shoe 
brushes, pans and kettles tied on, hut 
soon put them off. A big valley, or ra- 
vine. here was packed full of confeder- 
ate prisoners, captured at the Wilder- 
ness and at Spottsylvania. Wc reached 
Washington the next morning, and Nit. 
Pleasant hospital, after a hath, clean 
clothes ami plenty of good food, seem- 
ed heaven indeed.” 

The confederate capital was still 


Grant’s objective, and he proposed to 
advance on it by direct overland foute, 
while Gen. Hen. Butler, moving from 
Fortress Monroe tip the river James, 
was to secure a point* at its junction 
With the Appomattox from which lo 
operate on the soul hern communica- 
tions. Several engagements followed 
ihis movement of Butler, and in a short 
while the ‘‘outlaw.’’ as he had been 
proclaimed by the Confederate govern- 
ment, because of his conduct at New 
Orleans, found himself and army on a 
rather small neck of land formed by 
the winding river, and in this cul de sac 
he was held, “bottled up,” by Beaure- 
gard. This particular attempt of the 
Confederate general brought. on a series 
of actions rising almost to the severity 
of pitched battles, but finally Beaure- 
gard was at liberty to dctatch nearly 
half his force to the assistance of Lee. 
Comrade George Hill, of Newton, who 
served in company A. 24th Massachu- 
setts infantry, was in these engagements 
and he told the Post some of his ex- 
periences of that campaign. His story 
will begin in the next article of the 
scries. 

MEMORIAL WINDOW' DEDICATED 

Rev. Julian C. Jaynes, minister of the 
West Newton Unitarian Church, preach- 
ed on “The Memory of the Just jis 
Blessed.” at an impressive service held 
there Sunday afternoon. The congrega- 
tion assembled to participate in the ded- 
ication of a beautiful window placed in 
the cast wall of the building as a mem- 
orial to the late Rev. Francis Tiffany, 
for seventeen years minister of this 
congregation. 

Tn the course of his sermon, Mr. 
Jaynes said: "He was not what is called 
a popular preacher. He did not under- 
stand the art of drawing crowds. But 
he knew how to challenge the trained 
mind and to charm the soul that rejoic- 
ed in the dips and swirls of strong- 
winged flight. He was poet, philosopher, 
painter, satirist, prophet, philanthropist, 
nil jn otic. His preaching was a mental 
tonic, a guide to the high places of 
moral vision and a welcome help toward 
a sane, brave, cheerful meeting of life’s 
trouMes and difficulties. 

"He possessed an exceptional power 
of imagination. We called him original 
and were startled at his strange inter- 
pretations’ but what he saw was not 
fanciful. He had sinrnly passed over the 
rommonnlace and had gone further and 
peeper than many were able to go. 

“And how rich he was ! T never 
knew another who was so opulent in 
literarv and historic resources and who 
so easilv made the host things in the 
past serve h?s need. P have seen him 
take a naked little idea, seeminglv of 
plebeian birth, trace its lineage hack 
through noble lines, clothe it with jew- 
elled garments drawn from the literarv 
wardrobes of other davs. until I feP 
a s though ^ were in the presence of 
rovalty it«elf. 

“How he Wed truth! How he hated 
sham and with what olee he pricked 
its little vanities or with fi<*ry invective 
scorched its baser forms. He smoothed 
mv way and never caused me one pang 
of sorrow or pain. And now in your 
behalf T accept this gift from the hands 
of the donors, and we iointlv dedicate 
it to the mernorv of him who served 
God by serving his fellowmen by en- 
riching their minds and deeoening their 
devotion to high ideals. We place it 
there beside the memorial of her who 
shared with him in cvcrv service of his 
ministry, and in whose face he, too saw 
the Eternal.” 

The window, which is beside the ror- 
bcl. a memorial to Esther Alison Tif- 
fauv, the minister’s wife, is in three 
sections and is a symbolical design, por- 
traying the fine arts paying tribute to 
the sentiment of religion. The memorial 
is the gift of former parishioners.

To the Editor of Newlon Graphic: 

Your statement that my criticism of 
the accommodation Riven by the H. and 
A. to Newton patrons of the railroad is 
not justified does not carry conviction. 
My contention was that 1 could not see 
the great improvement in the serviccc 
that the press has been claiming, es- 
pecially since Newton has but ten trains 
where she used to have thirteen, and 
has a wait of twenty-live minutes in 
rush hours. It may he that we should 
not claim favors to be granted at the 
expense of other communities, but. by 
your own showing, other communities 
have been favored at the expense of 
Newton. The fact remains that New- 
ton has fewer trains and slower trains 
than she used to have under the B. 
and A. mangement. Your statement 
that "the Railroad Commissioners re- 
quire live minutes clearance on all pas- 
senger trains leaving the South Sta- 
tion" sounds strange since in two lines 
aliove you speak of trains at 4.50 and 
4.52 and we certainly krtow of trains 
at 5.25 and 5.26. Newton is not a 
country village and I do not consider it 
"unreasonable" to demand an improve- 
ment in that wait of twenty-five minutes 
in rush hours.

STORIES OF THE WAR 

K TMD W KWOtS Of (HAS. WHO TOST 


"In April, 1864," said Comrade 
George HtH, of the 24th Massachusetts, 
“our regiment, Col. Osborne in com- 
mand. found itself at Gloucester Point, 
where a large hotly of troops was be- 
ing assembled, and there we remained 
for nearly thirty days when wc were 
ordered aboard transports. On the 6th 
of May. at daylight, this force reached 
the south bank of tlte James River, 
about a mile above the Appomattox, 
where it was landed at Bermuda Hun- 
dreds, a strong position within a few 
miles of Richmond. During our move 
up the river wc had learned that we be- 
longed to what was called the Army of 
the James, Gen. Benjamin F. Butler 
commanding. It consisted of two army 
corps, the 10th, under Gen. Gilmore, 
and the 18th, under "Baldy" Smith 
some 30,000 troops in all. \vc remain- 
ed at Bermuda several days, meanwhile 
throwing up fortifications between the 
rivers James and Appomattox on 
which latter stream stood Petersburg, 
the objective point of Gen. Grant. 

"The 10th of May, at 3.30 A. M., wc 
were routed out of our tents to ob- 
tain rations for two days, and at noon 
we marched, the intention being to at- 
tempt the capture of the fortifications 
at Drury's Bluff, which place wc 
reached the following day. The part 
borne by the 24th began early that 
morning when, with the intent of get- 
ting in the rear of some of the enemy's 
works, we moved off to the left, reach- 
ing the same by a circuitous route of 
seven miles at four in the afternoon. 
This may seem a very small march for 
almost an entire clay, but it must be 
remembered that the enemy was in 
sight all the time, and with a strong 
body of skirmishers in our front we 
had to proceed very cautiously. How- 
ever we finally reached Drury's Bluff, 
where wc succeeded in taking some 
strong entrenchments, and that even- 
ing we slept inside of this line. It 
was, however, too late to make any 
further advance, and that night Beaure- 
gard was hurrying up to check our 
movement with as many men as wc had. 
Next morning the rebels took the in- 
itiative and soon there was trouble all 
along the front. Beauregard's purpose 
of turning our right was well carried 
out. in a dense fog. where a horseman 1 
could got he seen at a distance of 15 
paces. The brunt of the attack fell up- 
on Heckman's brigade, and while it did 
all that soldiers could do, they were so 
completely enveloped by the enemy 
that a large part of the brigade, includ- 
ing its commander and his staff, were 
captured. 

“During these hours the 24th Massa- 
chusetts was giving a good account of 
tself. At 10 A. M. we were ordered to 
the right to support Hauley’s troops, 
who were hard pressed and finally gave 
way. thus exposing both flanks of our 
regiment, compelling us to retire, and. 
closely pressed by the enemy, we passed 
through a dense thicket which badly 
broke our formation. From there we 
mounted a hill without cover, where we 
lost two commissioned officers and 
some twenty men killed and wounded : 
rallying, however, on the brow of the 
hill we succeeded in driving the John- 
nies back. In the confusion of 


changing mood; result, a badly scared 
youngster ami n well-perforated drum* 
which has been a cherished relic ever 
since. 

"In June. President Lincoln, accom- 
panied by Gen. Grant, paid us a visit, 
ami as they passed up the river to City 
Point, the troops gave them a rousing 
reception all along the line, Mr. Lin- 
coln. hat in hand, responding with hows. 
On the 17th of July wc had the pleas- 
ure of a visit from Col, J. Cushing 
Edmunds, who was then at the head of 
tlte 32d Massachusetts infantry, in the 
Army of the Potomac. Col. Edmunds 
saw his first service ns orderly sergeant 
of Company K, 24th Massachusetts, 
however, and he was heartily welcomed. 
Naturally there were many amusing in- 
cidents during the campaign. One of 
our drummer hoys noticed the back of 
Adjutant Edmunds os he stood by the 
camp fire, and the lad happened to sec 
a cartridge at the same moment. Yield- 
ing to a mischievous impulse the hoy 
tipped the cartridge into the fire ami 
immediately turned over feigning 
sleep. The explosion soon came, the 
missile hit the adjutant on the hand, 
and. taking in the situation at a glance, 
he leaped over the fire, administered 
a kick to the pretending sleeper and 
gave him a good lecture for his prank. 
Says the hoy of long ago, ‘The kick 
hurt, hut the lecture hurt worse, for I 
was fond of Lieut. Edmunds, who lost 
his thumbnail on account of my non- 
sense/ " 

There were other incidents than 
amusing ones during the war. however, 
as for instance, when a soldier con- 
demned to death by court martial, was 
shot by his own comrades. One such 
case occurred in the 24th, and Comrade 
Hill tells of it in our next issue. 


this 

Hank movement our regiment became 
separated from its proper brigade, and 
Col. Osborne reported to Gen. Marston, 
commanding another brigade, for or- 
ders. He directed Osborne to form the 
24th on the left of the 96th New York, 
which was clone, the colonel throwing 
out his guides and making a perfect 
alignment. Evidently this pleased Gen. 
Marston, for he proceeded then and 
there to put the 24th through the man- 
ual ; this not only steadied us, but 
served as a fine object lesson to other 
troops, as the Massachusetts boys exe- 
cuted his commands admirably. 

"Of this war episode Capt. E. C. 
Richardson, of the 24th, but serving at 
the time on Gen. Terry’s statt, has 
said : 'Seeing the regiment in line on 
rising ground, and doubting whether 
that position could lie maintained, there 
being practically no near support, 1 
joined the 24th, thinking that inas- 
much as I was mounted 1 might be of 
service. The regiment was as steady as 
if on Boston Common, in perfect con- 
trol of Col. Osborne. The enemy in 
our immediate front came to a hall. 
Immediately after the war l received 
a visit from a cousin who had been an 
fficer in a Louisiana regiment, and 
while chatting about the long struggle, 
discovered that we were in this 
engagement at Drury's Bl.ufF, both mi 
staff duty, and he said: “The thorough 
Iscipline </ *he regiment in our front, 
the line in such complete control, ac- 
tually going through the manual a 
though no enemy were in sight, con- 
vinced me that there must he a heavy 
support and that a continued advance 
on our part must he made very care- 
fully. " Lieut. Jones, of Company F. 
24th Massachusetts, passing Fori Darl- 
ing soon after the war, fell into con- 
versation with a Confederate officer 
who had command of the very battery; 
which gave us the most trouble on that 
fateful 16th of May, and he said lie 
had always wondered what regiment it 
was that lie had taken so many shots 
at. When Jones told him it was the 
24th Massachusetts infantry, lie re- 
marked: 'Well, they did the best inarch- 
ing under lire that day I ever saw/ 

“Remaining in this position until 
Turner’s division , had passed to the 
rear,” continued Comrade liill. “the 
24th retired for about a mile, then re- 
joined ils own brigade. On the 17th of 
May we were back in the Bermuda 
Hundreds entrenchments, having in the 
meantime lost three commissioned •«[- 
iicvr> some 57 non -commissioned ofli- 
cers and 59 privates. Our employ- 
ment in this lighting way was almost 
constant from then on until the sur- 
render of Lee at Appomattox Our 
picket line and that of the Confederates 
were hardly more than a hundred yards 
apart : and though there was firing be- 
tween the pickets at first, both sides 
soon came to a tacit agreement not to 
tire at one another. The Join lines be- 
came very sociable indeed. I hey fre- 
quently ventured half way to our line, 
unarmed, waving southern papers, and 
tobacco which they exchanged for 
northern papers and coffee. Jn one ot 
these social trading encounters, a drum- 
mer boy in the 24th happened to strike 
a Johnnie who was not in the cx- 


UNDER TH E GIL DED DOME. 

(Postponed from last week's issue.) 

The battle between expert Harvey S. 
Chase of this city and State Treasurer 
Stevens culminated Tuesday before the 
Committee on Ways and Means and Mr. 
Chase forced the state treasurer to ack- 
nowledge that errors had been found in 
computations made in his office on sink- 
ing funds. It is just as well to let the 
mattcre rest there, as the errors were 
of little importance, and as Mr. Stev- 
ens says would have been rectified in 
course of time. Mr. Stevens makes a vit- 
al error of judgment however in oppos- 
ing further examination! of his hooks by 
Mr. Chase. There are some people who 
think he is trying to hide something by 
such a course. As a matter of fact, there 
is nothing to hide and the "open door" 
is the only safe policy for public offi- 
cials. 

Isn't it strange that thru all these 
years of fighting for and against the 
enlargement of the so called eight hour 
law, vetoed twice by Governor Draper 
for its unconstitutionality, that it re- 
mained for the present year, when the 
bill had an almose certain chance to pass 
the Legislature and the Governor, this 
is the first time the opinion of the Su- 
preme court has been asked upon it. The 
Court in an unanimous opinion states 
that the clause of the biff which makes 
prirna facie evidence of guilt for any one 
found working over eight hours, is tin- 
constitutional. Just think of the contro- 
versy which might have been saved if 
this opinion had been asked and receiv- 
ed three years ago. With this clause de- 
clared unconstitutional, the marrow of 
the bill is removed and its passage 
would hardly he opposed by any one. 

Another Supreme Court opinion that 
a uniform rate of taxation throuout the 
state on personal property would be un- 
constitutional, was received this week, 
and only makes the case stronger in fav 
or of an amendment to the state con- 
stitution to allow this desirable result. 

The court says in part: 

“Taxes under our constitution are of 
two kinds, taxes upon property and 
excise taxes. Those of the first kind 
mut be proportional as well as reason- 
able. All kinds of property, unless ex- 
empted for good cause, must be taxed 
alike. It is not permissible to make an 
assessment at one rate upon real estate 
ami at another rate ypoti personal prop- 
erty. 

"It is obvious that the assessments 
proposed in these questions would be 
disproportional taxation. The rate upon | 
personal properly in any city or town 
in any year would be different from the 
rate of taxation upon real estate in that 
city or town. 

“As the rate of local taxation upon 
real estate would differ greatly in dif- 
ferent places, the rate in any place 
might differ widely from the average 
rate." 

The passage of the direct nomination 
hill was opposed by Representatives El- 
lis and White, who were in the minor- 
ity 205 to 15. Mr. Bothfeld voted with 
tlie majority in forwarding this most de- 
sirable piece of legislation. All three of 
our representatives voted against re 
considering the rejection of the hill for 
a new court house for Cambridge, 
against the bill to mark prison made 
goods, in favor of the bill relative to ex 
animation of witnesses, in favor of the 
hill to lessen the lire hazard in Boston, 
in favor of a new city charter for Cam- 
bridge, against the bill to give prefer- 
ence to Spanish War veterans, and to 
sustain the governor's veto cm the bill 
to reinstate certain police officers 
in Boston. Mr. White voted against 
the governor’s veto on the bill for ad- 
ditional copies of the report of the 
Commission on Cost of Living and Mr. 
Bat hf eld and Mr. Ellis sustained the 
vote. 

Mr. Ellis has been appointed on two 
committees of conference this week, 
one on the question of extending time 
for committee reported and one on 
the night messenger hill, both of which 
are in disagreement with the Senate. 

Mr. Bothfeld has dissented from the 
report of his committee on Metropolitan 
affairs on the bill for a boulevard from 
Woburn to Winchester. 

Senator Mulligan voted against the 
bill to change the city charter of Bos- 
ton. the passage of which by the House 
was attributed to the lobbying of Mayor 
Hatfield. As Senator Mulligan comes 
from our own district and as Mayor 
Hatfield is supposed to have consider- 
able influence with the Senator, his 
vote on this matter ought to dearly 
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show Dial cither Mayor Hatlicld has not 
enough influence with the senator to in- 
duce his favorable vote, or that the May- 
or is not interested in the bill. The lat- 
ter is the more reasonable conclusion; 
as Mayor Hatfield was not interested 
in the passage or defeat of the bill,

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N’VILLE IMP’T SOCIETY 


At its annual meeting at the Newton 
Club House Tuesday evening the N'cw- 
tonville Improvement Association fol- 
lowed its usual plan in having as its 
principal feature an address 011 Asso- 
ciation and related problems by a prom- 
inent specialist and speaker. This year 
Mr. Edward T. Hartmann secretary of 
the Massachusetts Civic League gave 
the address. For nearly an hour Mr. 
Hartman spoke in an easy atid inform- 
ing manner regarding the fundamentals 
of civic betterment. 

The importance to a community of 
the shaded streets, well built roads and 
attractive playgrounds was urged. But 
he went further and showed how the 
housing problem was rapidly coming to 
the front, and that congested areas with 
all their dangers of overcrowding were 
the menace of the cities atid were in cer- 
tain sections threatening some of the sub 
urban communities. 

He would have the civic spirit first of 
all express itself in better housing, 
where conditions for character develop- 
ment would be more promising and then 
this would lead to better public order, 
and more regard for the rights of oth- 
ers. 

This would he helped along by co- 
operation between all classes especially 
the hoys who should he interested in 
civic happenings and given a part in 
them. Even lawless boys have been 
reached, and brought into more orderly 
and proper habits by this co-operation. 
This means better making of the boy 
and citizen with less to unmake. 

It was harder however to interest 
people at large in preventive and for- 
mative work, than in the less import- 
ant work of removing the wrecks and 
rubbish of society. 

The rational thing was to deal with 
causes and there adverse effects wtuld 
be less in evidence and communities 
would spend less time in undoing things. 

Two other speakers talked interest- 
ingly to the Association. Mr. Clias 1. 
Bucknam the city Forest Commissioner 
spoke of the present condition of the 
parks and playgrounds of the city and 
what was being done to further devel- 
op them. 

Mr. Bucknam having charge of these, 
is an important factor in Association 
work and aims, and his co-operation 
with local organizations, schools, etc., 
has been very helpful and encouraging 
to those who are trying to make a more 
wholesome, a more comfortable, and a 
more beautiful Newton. 

Commodore F. E. Sawyer of Ncw- 
lonville spoke on the hoy problem, and 
gave sonic interesting personal exper- 
iences in this direction while in com- 
mand V training school stations. The 
Commodore also supplemented Mr. 
Hartman’s housing suggestions by de- 
scribing conditions in Canton, Hongkong 
ami Buenos-Ayrcs. 

At the election the following officers 
were elected: President, Wm. Price; 
vice presidents, Charles D. Cabot, F. E. 
Sawyer, Charles F. Avery; Treasurer, 
L. E. G. Green; Secretary, Harry D. 
Cabot; and fifteen directors. 

President William Price made the fol- 
lowing address: 

The record of the Association, the 
past year, has been one of practical ac- 
tivity in sonic directions, and of watch- 
fulness and preparation in others. It 
has promptly interested itself ill all mat- 
ters brought to its atteiiton, and if all 
suggested improvements have not quick- 
ly liecti realized, it is not because of 
neglect but rather because the matters 
are still in process, and the right solu- 
tion much nearer. The work of our As- 
sociation, in co-opcrating with other 
Associations, in discussing, and confer- 
ring with City Officials and public ser- 
vice corporations, is work that is none 
the less effective for being done quietly, 
and without public excitement. 

A number of Workin- Committees 
have been considering various matters 
of public interest, that have been re- 
ferred to them, and arc giving t/icni 
careful and painstaking consideration. 
Important results in several directions 
are expected V 1 he reported in the near 
future. The Executive Committee is 
large and represents every section of 
our village. This Committee and your 
officers welcome sti^eslioiis, and co-op- 
eration and hope to receive a large 
measure of both the coming year. 

Claflin Block Improvements. 

The latest activity of the Association 
has been in the direction of improving 
the approaches to Newtonville Square. 
The Claflin, Block, as the worst offen- 
der was taken in hand and the co-oner- 
ation of owner and tenants with our 
Association has resulted in a great ini 
provement in the grounds around that 
building. Rubbish has been removed, 
the land leveled and seeded and shrubs 
anil trees planted. The landlord has al- 
so ordered the buildings in the rear 
painted, so that in a short time this tin 
sightly area close to the public square 
will be substantially transformed. In 
this work a Committee of the Associa- 
tion and the al ml tors have co-operated. 

More can In* accomplished if our eit 
izens will urge upon store-keepers and 
stablemen the interest the community 
lakes in having the rear as well as the 
fronts of the stores kepi free from 
Utter and rubbish. We also hope the 
time is not far distant when the vacant 
lot next to the Congregational church 
will he cleaned up and belter graded. 

You no doubt recall with pleasure the 
meeting we had last year when Prof. 
Henry Turner Bailev lectured for us. As 
a first result of that meeting we are 
pleased to call your attention to the 
great improvement that has been made 
oil the grounds of the Methodist 
church which we all appreciate and eu 
joy for, so to speak, it is at the gate of 
our village. While we did not contrib- 
ute financially to this work still we can 
justly claim that those who did contrib- 
ute received their inspiration at our 
meeting. A great many private grounds 
also were heller kept and adorned after 
listening to Prof. Bailey s remarks. 

The fountain which was removed 
from in front of the Methodist church 
because the spaee was too contracted 
for it, we were instrumental in having 
placed in the Park at Lowell avenue 
and W alnut street.

We have been for nearly a year try- 
ing to get the Raitroad to. put the sign 
in a belter and more easily seen posi- 
tion. They tell us this means altering 
the signs all along the road from Bos-' 
ton to Framingham, and this they are 
now considering. 

We have considered co-operative coal 
and ice buying, hut arc not yet ready to 
report on this. Wc distributed the circu- 
lar on the extermination of the common 
horse-fly, and this is an important mat- 
ter for us to hear in mind now that the 
summer and flics are here. 

We have received numerous com- 
plaints of trespass, where the boys 
trample the gardens ami steal the fruit. 
We now have a Committee at work, 
through the Civic Federation. con f 
ring with the Mayor, Chief of Police 
and the Judge to sec if some way can 
be worked out where there will he less 
annoyance from this cause. I think I 
know of one thing which will help in 
this connection, and that is to provide 
a Play Ground for the children and 
this subject — that of play grounds — wc 
arc considering: in fact have a report 
to submit on this now. At the present 
time the City is not in a position to in- 
cur any great expense and what is done 
at once will have to be by subscriptions 
from citizens. This matter of Play 
Grounds is one in which all sections of 
the country arc very much interested. 
In our own City they arc just now or- 
ganizing a Play Ground Association 
and you will no doubt hear very much 
more on this subject in the near future. 

Newton Civic Federation. 

Your Association is affiliated with the 
Newton Civic Federation, composed of 
all the Improvement Associations in 
Newton. Frequent meetings of these 
combined associations are held and mil- 
lers in which one association can help 
and lie helped by the others are discuss- 
ed and acted on. 

All Newton is aroused as never be- 
fore. over the matter of sane improve- 
ments, ami the Civic Federation is a 
powerful factor in helping along im- 
provements that are desirable, as well 
as discouraging any that might be unde- 
sirable. 

Newton has just organized an Im- 
provement Association ami West New- 
ton is considering forming one. 

Spraying Elm Trees. 

In connection with the Forester’s 
work, it is important for every member 
of our Association and every citizen, to 
bear in mind that our Elm Trees can 
be saved if the Forester is notified to 
spray them. 

As long as the Elm Leaf Beetle stays 
in a neighborhood it will be necessary 
to spray the foliage of these trees each 
year. The Forestry Department will do 
this work upon the request of the own- 
ers and at cost. Now is the time to no- 
tify the Department. We hope our trees 
will he spared the fate of those in Ciqgj 
bridge, where the beautiful Elm Trees 
will be lost in great numbers. 

This Association deserves the hearty 
support of all our citizens : we arc en- 
gaged in trying to make Newtonville 
more wholesome — more comfortable and 
more beautiful, and if you don’t see 
visible results every minute, be pateint 
and have confidence in your officers and 
committees, whose efforts can he great- 
ly supplemented and aided by your co- 
operation.

The House of Edison Light is. as its 
name implies, an electric house. It is a 
chimncyless house. It represents ihe 
height of electric development in do- 
mestic life. From the door bell, which 
rings by current from the electric light- 
ing mains, through the hall, with its 
dim as well as brilliant lighting, the liv- 
ing room, with its comforts for happy 
evenings after busy business days, the 
dining room, with its economical lux- 
uries. within the reach of everyone who 
has electric service in the home, the 
chamber, that is a model of comfort ami 
attractiveness, the kitchen, with its 
:omplete electrical aquipment. the pan- 
try, with its plate warmers and other 
practical conveniences, the laundry with 
electric washing machine, and conven- 
iences for electric ironing, out through 
to the garage, which holds an electric 
vehicle and many electric conveniences 
so necessary to the autoist’s uses — the 
House is a marvel of complete and effi- 
cient economy. 

The House stands a little hack from 
the street with attractive approaches. At 
the front is a pergola 8 ft. by 10 ft. in 
size, which soon will be covered by 
beautiful climbing vines. The major 
portion of the house is 34 ft. square, 
which provides for five spacious rooms 
within, 14 ft, by 14 ft. in size. In addi- 
tion to the rooms already mentioned 
there is a reception room in the centre 
of the cottage which makes a fitting 
entrance for the many guests who will 
he welcomed there. 

This House is by no means a ‘"freak”. 
It is a portable house and transported 
from the factory on electric trucks to 
the place of its location. The electric j 
wiring was installed in the sections of 
this House as it was being put together, 
so that when the Edison Electric 11- j 
luminating Company moved the House 
the transfer was made easily and quick- 
ly. After the House was put together it 
was completely furnished with handsome 
and luxurious furniture in keeping with 
the surroundings. The excellent taste 
that has been shown in selecting the fin- 
ishings and the furnishings would make 
this residence a most attractive place, 
even if there were not the additional 
features of the electric service. 

Few of the appliances that have been 
installed in the home, and the methods 
by which electric service will be used, 
are unique or especially novel; most of 
them have been in practical use for 
years — the value of this House as a 
place of investigation for present and 
prospective householders lies in the fact 
that all of the various applications of 
electric service, and the appliances, are 
collected here so they can be studied, 
and their economy discovered in con- 
nection with other things.

Most people 
know that an electric curling iron heat- 
er can be always available in the dress- 
ing room or chamber for the continual 
comfort and convenience of the hostess 
or her guests, hut many ladies have yet 
to enjoy curling their hcair with elec- 
trically heated curling irons. Most peo- 
ple know the wonderful comfort, safety 
and convenience of the electric heating 
pad. If never leaks, will maintain a con- 
stant temperature and can be kept ai 
ihe head of the bed. available for- any 
emergency. A sudden attack of neural- 
gia, or any illness, even “cold feet,” can 
be corrected promptly and effectively by 
simply putting the heating pad against 
the spot where it will do the most good 
and turning on the current. 

All of these things are brought into 
one delightful display in The House of 
Edison Light, and their combined com- 
forts will make those who visit the home 
happy in the thought that the electric 
day, as well as electric night, is at hand.

STATE FEDERATION 

REPORTS FROM MANY COMMITTEES 


REPORT OF CLERK. 

With the closing of thlB, the eigh- 
teenth year of its organization. the 
Federation holds Its nineteenth annunl 
meeting. During the year two Fed- 
eration meetings, two conferences of 
presidents and ten meetings of the 
Executive Board have been held. 

That the executive officers of the 
clubs might come into closer knowl- 
edge of the work of the Federation, 
the vice-presidents were invited to at- 
tend one presidents’ conference and 
the secretaries and treasurers the oth- 
er. 

Following the request of the Gen- 
eral Federation, some changes were 
made this year in the nomenclature 
of the Departments of work. The 
Health committee was taken from Civ- 
ics and mnde a new department known 
sb the department of Public Health. 
The Forestry department was made a 
department on Conservation, House- 
hold Economics wqb made Home Econ- 
omics and Industrial Conditions of 
Women and Children was made Dept 
of Industrial and Social Conditions. 
The Library Extension and Literature 
Dept, were combined under one de 
partment and the Settlement Work 
was placed under a special committee 
of the Executive Board. 

Early in the year Mrs. Maria D. 
Witcher, the third vice president And 
chairman of the Finance Committee, 
resigned on account of ill health. The 
i vacancy was filled by the election of 
. Mrs. Florence Perkins, of Roxbury. 

This year the Federation parted 
with Its most precious treasure when 
the angel of death called home Mrs. 
Julia Ward Howe. She was the found- 
er, flrBt president, honorary preafflent 
, and always a source of Inspiration to 
the Federation. Resolutions upon 
her death were adopted at the Presl 
dents’ Conference held the day of her 
funeral and a loving tribute to her 
• memory given at the autumn meeting. 

Co-operating with the Public Health 
committee of the General Federation 
: the Federation adopted a ^lasa. ChriBt- 
i mas seal, 200,000 of which were put 
on sale through the clubs, the pro- 
. ceeds being UBed for the public health 
. work of the clubs. 

Following the usual custom, a list 
I of questions pertaining to the work of 
the departments was sent on Feb. 20th 
to the clubs. This year a duplicate 
was sent to he retained for suggestion 
for the next year’s work. 

About 130 questions were answered 
. and returned. These answers have 
been tabulated and another year’s 
work added to the history of the work 
of the clubs which was started l&Bt 
year. ThlB history would be much 
more valuable if all the clubs would 
make some reply stating the special 
work they are doing, If not alopg the 
lines of the Federation Departments. 
It can hardy be said that any one de- 
partment leads In Interest this year as 
about the same number of clubs sent 
answers to A.rt, Civics Conservation, 
Home Economics and Literature. Each 
department has held at least one con- 
ference and some departments have 
held several district conferences. In 
most cases the conferences have been 
very largely attended and the subjects 
treated in a most helpful manner. 

As the clubs are the Federation, the 
measure of success or failure of the 
year's work can only be estimated by 
the success or failure of each club in 
Its own community. Many clubs 
have an influence as is shown by their 
co-operation being sought by town and 
city officials to asBlBt in carrying on 
much of the work which calls for the 
creation of public opinion. Many re- 
quests have come to the Executive 
Board for co-operation with national, 
state and local organizations who are 
doing work along similar lines. The 
name. Mass. State Federation of Wo- 
men's Clubs representing over 30,000 
women has great power, and it has 
been one of the most difficult problems 
of the Executive Board to determine 
how far cooperation could be given 
and at the same time noi supplement 
its own work. 

There is no reason for any club to 
entertain itself for want or work 
to do. the harvest truly is great but 
the workers are few. May each city, 
town and village the coming year be 
stimulated to greater civic pride, a 
broader educational outlook and a de- 
sire for a more beautiful and healthful 
place in which to live because of the 
woman’s organization in its midst.

REPORT OF THE PRE&S COMMIT- 
TEE. 

The work of the Press committee 
h»B not differed materially from that 
reported last year. The committee 
lias sought to secure information be- 
forehand regarding the meetings and

At tiie ronference of Committee 
chairmen in the fall space In ihe Fed- 
eration Bulletin was assigned each 
committee and the chairmen have 
been reminded as their assignments 
came due. 

In addition to the Information sent 
in advance, the chairman has reported 
tiie Conference of Committee Chair- 
men, the two Presidents’ Conferences, 
and Die meetings of the Federation 
for the General Federation Bulletin, 
has attended all hut two of the Com 
in It tee conferences and has reported 
some of tiie conferences for ihe Bus 
ton Transcript as well. 

The committee does not fed satis- j 
tied that the best solution of the pub 
licit y work of the Federation has been 1 
arrived at. One gain has been made 1 
in the addition of the secretary of 1 


the Program committee to the PresB 

iinmmee. A little closer connec- 
tion between the Press committee and 
those who are arranging conferences 
or meetings would greatly facilitate 
the work and would react to the bene- 
fit of the Federation. It Is something 
to be striven for and perhaps another 
year will Bee a much greater gain than 
has as yet been made.

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM COMMIT* 
TEE. 

It has been often stated that of all 
Federation work Civil Service Reform 
is the most difficult In which to inter- 
est clubs. This fact the Civil Service 
Reform Committee can attest. Why 
should this condition exlBt, when Givi* 
Service Reform is fundamental and 
vitally concerns every woman In her 
every day life? 

Such great interest in civics Ib man- 
ifested by the clubB thoroughout the 
country at the present time that one 
would naturally wish to understand 
conditions and to familiarize them- 
selves with the form of govern- 
ment under which they live, the 
functions of its various depart- 
ments, the men in charge and r>w 
manner Jn which they are ohoeea. 
Club women already understand that 
we muBt have specialty trained mo*, 
and women to work as inspectors, ano 
specialized care for all those who are 
morally, mentally and physically less 
than normal. They should realize 
also that. If we wish for the enforce- 
ment of all the laws for which we are 
working, to better industrial and child 
labor conditions, building and food in- 
spection,— in fact, all the laws that 
tend to make our country e safe s* 
well as a beautiful place to live in, it 
is or vital importance that we have 
the Merit System maintained and that 
proved merit be the only title In the 
selection of our law makers, remem- 
bering always the motto, “The best 
shall serve the state,” written lor the 
bronze medal of the Women’s Aux- 
iliary by one whose life fulfilled these 
words and whose death illumined them 
with rays of light — Mrs. Charles Rus- 
sell Lowell. 

Civil service reform is a moral ques- 
tion, and 1 b patriotism in its broadest 
significance, and as such commends It- 
self to the women of the country, ir 
our women’s clubs stand for anything, 
they Btand for moral progress and civic 
righteousness. Your Civil Service Re- 
form Committee would, therefore. at>- 
peal to members of this Federation to 
consider the stand tnai woman na& 
ever taken for high Ideals, and lend 
their co-operation to the work by ac- 
quiring a thorough knowledge of the 
problems that face us, and then, with 
untiring enthusiasm and determin- 
ation, help to educate public opinion in 
os ui pun 'meis.fg RJajq aq; o) pjsSei 
doing raiBe the standard of morality. 

The past year your committee has 
concentrated its efforts on two objects, 
co-ordination and co-operation between 
clubB and the committee, as these 
were requisite factors in the desire to 
carry out a concerted plan of work. 
With this thought in mind, a leaflet 
was prepared and published, consist- 
ing of a set of queBtiona ana answers 
containing some general information 
about the Civil Service in Massachu- 
setts, also suggestions as to how clubs 
could asBist the committee in the 
work. The leaflet was entitled “Some 
Salient Features of the Civil Service 
in Massachusetts.” Doubtless many 
of you are familar with it. aB copies 
were sent each club in the Federation. 

Realizing that a wider knowledge of 
the opportunities and advantages of 
the “Merit System” would result in 
the making of better citizens, and 
that the children of this generation are 
to make the laws for the next, a “spec 
la) plea” was sent to the cluos, usk- 
ing them to offer a medal or prize 
for the best essay on Civil Service Re- 
form. written by a pupil in the high 
school, and to endeavor to have such 
an essay required as part of the reg- 
ular English course iu that high 
school. ^ 

By Invitation of the Watertown 
Woman’s Club, a conference was held 
in Watertown on March 2d. The at- 
tendance was good and the program 
of unusual interest. MIbb Bacon. 
President of the Federation, presided. 
The speakers were Mr. Charles W. 
Warren, Chairman of the Massachu- 
setts Civil Service Commission, and 
Miss Anna Murphy of Framingham. 

The “scheme” for a study clasB In 
Civil Service Reform was presented 
at tiie conference and met with ap- 1 
proval, and a month later a meeting 
was held to effect the organization of | 
the cluss. Dr. Charles W. Eliot was 
the speaker and told of the "Value 
of this Reform and of its Interest to 
Women as well as to Men.” Through 
the generosity of the Worcester 
Branch of the Women’s Auxiliary to 
the Massachusetts Civil Service Re 
form Association, outlines fox the 
study of "Municipal Government and 
its Relation to Civil Service Reform” , 
were furnished the class. Already ' 
the class has held two meetings, and 
they will be resumed in October. All 
club members Interested air© urged 
to join this class, as it will gxeatly 
assiBt in an intelligent understand- 
ing of the present conditions and also I 
help to further good citizensuip and 1 
good government. A plan has been ] 
devised by which those in the more i 
distant cities and towns can coop- 
erate. 

in accordance with the annual ciih 
tom, a series of questions was sent 
to the clubB, in order to ascertain * 
what they had done during the year ( 
in the interests of Civil Service Re- 
form. Out of 242 clubs, returns have 
been received from only 97 clubs. ' 
Forty-seven clubs huve Civil Service 
Reform Committees, while several 
have made the work a part of the 
Civics or Social Service Committee. 
Although only 13 clubs have reported 
meetings devoted to the subject, clubs 
that have not beeQ beard from are 
known to have devoted an entire af- 
ternoon to this subject

STATE FEDERATION 

(Continued from Page' 6.) 

The educational side of the work 
1b most encouraging. Many clubs 
have offered the bronze medal of the 
Women's Auxiliary, Others a flve 
dollar gold piece, and one club re- 
ports offering books aB a prize to the 
high Bchool pupil writing the most 
meritorious eBsny on Civil Service Re- 
form. Several clubs attempted to offer 
the medal, but were refused by the 
superintendent of sahools. In one 
.or two cases the offer of the medal 
was refused, as the teachers were too 
busy to attend to anything additional. 

Increasing interest has been shown 
In the legislative side of the work. 
Fifty-one clubs have reported that 
they have tried to Influence their leg- 
islators to vote correctly on bills af- 
fecting the Civil Service, and many 
promise work In this line another 
year. A number of clubs have placed 
“Good Government” in the reading 
room of their public library. 

The work of eafch club has been 
tabulated by the committee, and In 
consequence much of the duplication 
of questions sent to the clubB in prev- 
ious years will be eliminated In the 
future, and Instead their individual 
need* will be considered. , 

Regarding the work as a whole, 
that of the Framingham Woman’s 
Club should be an example and in- 
centive to all others. 'With your per- 
mission I will give thdlr report: “Have 
a committee on Civil Service Reform. 
To create and foster Intelligent public 
opinion is our aim. Offered modal 
to High' 'school • seniors.* ’.Ten essays 
presented in medal competition. Plan- 
ning for a written examination on 
flivll Service Primer for ninth grades, 
with public meeting. Tried to influ- 
ence legislators. Placed 'Civil Ser- 
vice and the Patronage' by Carl Rus- 
sell Fish, various pamphlets, also 
‘Good Government’ In the three Public 
Reading Rooms.” 

To further individual effort and 
snake it co-ordinate, the committee 
would recoqimend. the following to 
each club: 

1. Have' a Civil Service Reform 
Committee with more than one mem- 
ber. Send nameB and addresses of 
said committee to the State Commit- 
tee. 

2. Hold at leaBt one meeting dur- 
ing the club year to consider the sub- 
ject of Civil Service Reform, 

3. Try to Interest churches to take 
up the work for the Merit System 
and have a "Merit Sunday." 

4. Endeavor to interest the school 
children In the methods, alms and ad- 
vantages of the “Merit System.” They 
are to make the laws for the next 
generation. 

5. See that notices of Civil Service 
examinations are posted in conspicu- 
ous places and urge competent per- 
sons to take the examinations, 

6. And laBt, but not least, faclllate 
the work of the committee by an- 
swering promptly all questions sent 
you, whether you have adopted the 
recommendations or not.. 

In closing, permit me Lq quote the 
words of the Honored Resident of 
this Federation, who has Always been 
indefatigable in her effort to advance 
the Merit System. Can we not show 
our appreciation of her service by 
acquiring an Intelligent understand- 
ing of Civil Service Reform and en- 
deavoring to convince the public of 
Its importance? 

“This Is a movement which is the 
basic principle of all Federation work, 
a movement which emphasizes service 
for humanity In its deepest, truest 
sense, and which as time goeB on 
will demonstrate the fact that good 
citizenship, honest government anil 
upright national life depends not upon 
patriotism of war, hut upon the best 
and noblest patriotism of peace.”

CONSERVATION DEPARTMENT. 

The subject of Conservation has to 
most women the disadvantage of 
seeming hopelessly remote both from 
the affairs of their everyday activity 
and from the realms of art, literature 
and other favorite fields of study and 
effort. Its Implied evils and their 
remedies appear alike Intangible and 
unreal. 

We can see the flies on our food 
and easily become excited over their 
terrible power for mischief, so It is 
not too difficult to enlist us In the 
war for their extermination. We are 
more or less glad, also, to learn and 
practice better methods of Uoubs and 
home keeping. These things natural- 
ly make to us the most direct appeal 
possible. Questions of health, educa- 
tion, civics, and social and industrial 


conditions all touch us more or less di- 
rectly and may easily present some 
point of Interest and opportunity for 
acilon. But the Conservation of our 
Natural Resources! This seems a sub- 
ject too vast, too difficult, too dry for 
any but gods and statesmen to com- 
prehend or deal with. Even when 
women realize that it has practical 
bearingB which vitally concern them 
and that real Conservation means 
health, better conditions of every sort, 
lower coBt of living, art and beauty, 
Joy in life, and freedom from a hun- 
dred present Ills — though they may at 
least partially believe all this, they 
feel nevertheless that It Is hard to 
understand and harder yet to find 
anything effective to do about it. So 
we still leave it to gods and statesmen- 
many of whom seem not to know or 
care so very much about it, after all. 

The smoke nuisance destroys life, 
health, comfort, beauty and art, be- 
sides being an appalling waste of a 
lion-renewable resource. Much land 
is lying idle and our soils are wasted 
by bad cultivation, and there are few- 
er to till the ground and raise crops 
for a fast Increasing population. Mil- 
lions of tons of precious soli are wash- 
ed every year from our mountains* and 
farm lands into the streams and har- 
bors never to return to the land but 
to.be dredged out at .the cost of mil- 
lions of dollars annually. A vast pro- 
portion of our waters are not only 
wasted for navigation and power but 
carry pollution and destruction in their 
course. Our forests are destroyed by 
axe and fire nearly seven times faster 
than they are growing again. Only 
one acre in 10,000 iB replanted that 
should be done. Our mountains are 
being stripped of forest which can 
never renew ltBelf, and tills means a 
permanent Iosb of pur already too 
small water supply. Here in Mass- 
achusetts hundreds of acreB of wood- 
land are burned over- every year with 
loss of other property and even of 
human life. The shade trees of the 
stat# are in a deplorable condition, 
not only from insect peBts but from 
other evils. Birds, fish, game, and 
native plants have " alarmingly de- 
creased and some have been destroyed 
almost to the point- of extinction. 

Does not all- tils directly and vit- 
ally concern us and our homes and our 
children? but what can mere wo- 
men do about it? And how far do 
Massachusetts women understand the 
subject? What have they attempted 
and what accomplished the past year? 

Your Conservation Department has 
published the “HandbooK of Conser- 
vation” and issued several leaflets, 
has carried on considerable correspon- 
dence with the clubs, and the chair- 
man and other members ot the Com- 
mittee have Bpoken upon request to 
clubs in various parts of the state. 
The Handbook was prepared to give 
concise and comprehensive answers 
to many .requests for Information up- 
on the subject of Conservation. The 
book was prepared and published 
within the Committee at no expense 
to the Federation, and iB Bold by the 
Committee at 25 cents per copy, much 
less than the cost of publication. The 
first leaflets sent out were advance 

■jnles of an article In the February 
Bulletin upon the “Study of Conserva- 
tion.” Later two other circulars, a 
descriptive announcement or the 
Handbook and “Suggestions for Club 
Work” in 1911-1912 were sent to the 
clubs, accompanied, so Far as possible, 
by personal letters from members of 
the Committee. This Department is 
fortunate in having upon Us Commit- 
tee the Chuirman and the Bird Chair- 
man of the General Federation, Mass- 
achusetts clubs have therefore been 
brought Into especially close touch 
with General Federation work upon 
these lines, and have received circu- 
lars upon the preservation of birds 
with models for bird houses and upon 
the conservation of water power and 
the use and abuse of streams. Copies 
of Massachusetts laws relating to 
birds have also been distributed. The 
Bird Chai.rmuu has done much legis- 
lative work and 1ms been active In ef- 
forts to stop the slaughter of birds by 
Italians and other foreign residents 
through educating them to an under- 
standing of our laws and a respect 
and love for bird life. 

By courtesy of the New England 
Women's Club, a Conservation Confer- 
ence was held at the club rooms Feb- 
ruary 16, at which there was a large 
attendance representing more than 6<) 
clubs. The program consisted of 
answers to questions sent in by dubs 
and impromptu discussion. Birds, agri- 
culture and orcharding, especially up- 
on suburban lots, shade trees, town 
forests, water supply, und the preven- 
tion of some klndB of waste, were the 
main topics presented, and the discus 
Blon was animated and helpful. 

What have the clubs done? 

This year lit clubs returned the au- 


noal questions,. Of these 4 contained 
no answer except, name of place and 
club, and several others reported no 
chairman and no Interest. But we 
have now 167 clubs that have reported 
to us in some way the name of n chair- 
man or an interested member who 
will receive communications. The 
questions thin year were fewer than 
formerly but more comprehensive to 
suit the' broadened scope of the De- 
partment indicated by the change of 
name from “Forestry” to •Conserva- 
tion.” The questions upon shade 
trees and children's gardenB wi ire 
practically the same as hitherto. Rath- 
er more shade tree planting has been 
done than in former years, some clubs 
having planted 41) or 60 trees. A num- 
ber of clubs have helped to Becure 
better care for trees, one having In- 
duced the town to buy a (prayer. An 
increasing interest in children’s gar- 
dens is very evident. A few clubs 
support and carry on the whole work, 
but more often they co-operate with 
other organizations. 

Only one club reports any consid- 
eration of a municipal forest in its 
town, the subject there having been 
discussed by the Conservation Depart- 
ment and the president. Two other 
clubs report such a forest owned by 
the town, but not necessarily for tim- 
ber producllon. 

Considerable interest Is shown In 
the protection and propagation of bird 
life and several bird preserves are 
reported. A number of clubs have 
secured the building of bird houses by 
children and others after the model 
sent out by Mrs. Crocker. Good work 
was done In protesting against the 
repeal of the law for the protection of 
shore birds from spring shooting. I 

The next question asks, “What has 
been done to secure the purity of your I 
water supply and what to guarantee a | 
supply in time of drought?” Judging i 
from the replies most Massachusetts 
towns are marvels In the purity and 
abundance of their water supply. Sev- 
eral widely separated towns claim the 
very purest water in the state, with no 
fear of scarcity. But there are excep- 
tions. A few clubs express great con- 
cern over the failure of their supply j 
to come up to the proper standard of 
purity and abundance, and report ac- . 
tlve measures In progress. 

“Has any Interest been shown In the 
conservation of coal by abating the 
smoke nuisance, and In what way?” 
101 clube make no other reply than 
“No.” Of the remaining 10 one reports 
a request to the mayor to look Into 
the matter, another says the city is | 
attending to it, one club has discussed 
the subject and one been represented 
at a legislative hearing, one says that 
the millB have done something volun- 
tarily and another that efforts have 
been made by Individuals. Four clubs ! 
say that there is no trouble in their 
locality and three of these are prob- i 
ibty right But the fourth is in a 
large manufacturing town where a 
procession ot railroad trains passes 
each way every day pouring forth vol- 
umes of unconsumed coal. Smoke as 
a nuisance would appear to have made 
little Impression upon club women, 
and still less its relation to the con- 
servation of coal. 

“What line of Conservation work 
would you like to take up next year? 
What work do you think most needed 
and most practical for your locality?” 
The answers to these questions were 
awaited with the greatest Interest of 
all. There were 38 replies. The kinds 
of work popularly regarded as most 
•needful were, the planting and care of 
shade trees, children's gardens, the 
protection and propagation of birds, 
and civic beauty and cleanliness. Oth- 
er answers were the protection of 
woodland from fire, fruit growing and 
anything pertaining to work on the 
farm, the conservation of coal by abat- 
ing the smoke nuisance, the creation 
of public sentiment against wiugB, etc., 
in millinery, and the Imperative need 
of additional water supply. But the 
most noticeable feature of the replies 
is that while 30 clubs seem impressed 
with the needs of their communities, 
only 3 say that they would actually 
like to do anything about it, the study 
of lands and soils, preservation of 
birds, waste land for gardening and 
Bchool gardens being the subjects 
mentioned. ThiB would be discourag- 
ing were It not that these replies by 
no means show either the work or the 
aspirations of the clubs. Many clubs 
doing excellent and enthusiastic work 
sent no reply at all and much other 
work and interest 1 b not reported. 

This year an extra set of questions 
was Bent to be kept as a suggestion 
for future work. This department es- 
pecially recommends a study of mun- 
icipal forests, of forests In relation to 
water supply, of protection of wood- 
land from Are, and a consideration of 
the smoke nuisance as subjects of 
study and Investigation. Also a prac- 
tical application of agriculture and 
fruit growing to small lots, und nn ex- 
tension of home and school gardens.

REPORT OF THE CIVIC8 COMMIT- 
TEE. 

During the past few years the work 
of the Health Committee had Increas- 
ed to such an extent that this year 
the executive hoard deemed it advis- 
able to remove It from the Civics 
Committee und form a new Dept, of 
Public Health. This left the Civics 
Committee with five departments of 
work, eacli supposedly in charge of 
a chuirman and sub-Commlttee. Al- 
though we had a very large commit- 
tee It was exceedingly difficult to ob- 
tain chairmen and one depdfrtment 
has been without one most of the 
yeur. This has decidedly hampered 
the work of the Committee. 

Many letters have been received 
and answered by the chairman of the 
committee and the chairmen of the 
departments giving all the informa- 
tion we could obtain In regurd to the 
different lines of work and I think 
we have been able to send itMspeaker 
on Civics to every club requesting 
one. 

To the questions sent out by the 
Federation we have had replies from 
113 clubs: — 72 clubs report Civic 
Committees —21 report mo activity al- 
though 4 of these have had lectures on 
one or more of the subjects. 

Early in the season the executive 
bouxd voted to withdraw the lecture 
with lantern Blides (prepared some ten 
or more years ago) on Town and Vil- 
lage Improvement, but since that time 
two clubs, after being Informed of the 
age of the lecture aud the fact that 


several slides were broken, requested 
that It be sent them for uae, and this 
was done, 

While much of the work of Town 
and Village Improvement Is done by 
public authorities or special organlza 
tlonR, more clubs report activity in 
this than In any other department 
Forty-six club* hive been interested 
In some fo. m of this work, particular- 
ly in cle^n ip days or working toward 
the abolishing of bill boards. Thirty- 
five chibs have been more or less act- 
ive in establishing or maintaining 
Playgrounds. The chairman of this 
department having a practical work- 
ing knowledge of playground work has 
been especially helpful to clubs wish- 
ing to establish them. 

Six clubs report the curfew as ring- 
ing in their cities although not by 
their direct influence. 

In reply to the questions regarding 
"The Jevenile Court” only fourteen 
clubs express any interest in this very 
Important branch of Civics, and our 
chairman received very few letters 
regarding it. 

Few clubs have made any investi- 
gation and the majority do not know 
whether the law has been enforced In 
their city or whether proper proba- 
tion officers have been appointed. 

If the same energy could be put In- 
to this work that has been put into 
playgrounds, with the help of the play- 
grounds already established many 
children would be saved from a life 
of crime and there would be less need 
of truant schoolB and children’s re- 
formatories. 

In the report of last year, the chair- 
man says, "No department or Civics 
ever received more enthusiastic ap- 
proval than our first appeal for a 
Saner and Safer Fourth and Internat- 
ional Peace." The results show In 
our reports this year. Forty-two clubs 
report some Interest in the subject 
and 33 clubs report having a Snner 
Fourth celebration last year as a di- 
rect result of this Interest and work. 
Now is the time to continue that work 
for this year's celebration. 

Eleven clubs report some Interest 
in International Peace either by n 
lecture or paper on the subject or by 
using their influence for an observ- 
ance of Peace Day. 

The new chairman of the Junior 
Civics League Department found great 
difficulty In getting the materials and 
information from the General Feder- 
ation necessary for carrying out her 
work. If this work is to go on next 
year It would seem wise to your 
committee to have this printing of by- 
laws, pledge cards, etc., done by our 
own Federation instead of depending 
on the General Federation for them. 
But 13 clubs have shown an Interest 
in thiB department which we believe 
to be of great importance in teach- 
ing our boys and ^irls that they have 
civic duties and responsibilities. The 
way to reach them seems to be 
through the schools and It la to them 
we must look for this Instruction. It 
1b your part to Interest the school 
authorities and get their permission 
to Interest the children In this move- 
ment. 

Through the enthusiasm and energy 
of the President of Forthian Club, 
Somerville, such Interest has been 
aroused and with the help and coop- 
eration of the other Somerville clubs, 
leagues are to be started in the 
schools of that city. 

Several clubs report that boys and 
girls are doing Junior Civic League 
work but they are not organized as 
Leagues. - - - « 

Last year the law was passed that 
thrift must he taught In the public 
schools and as a result several school 
Superintendents have asked the as- 
sistance of the Women’s Clubs la 
starting the Stamp or Bank Savings. 
But' 36 clubB have replied to -our 
questions, still these 35 clubs report 
savings amounting to $292,950.66, 10 
clubs reporting last year have not 
been heard from this year and we 
are sure there are others doing this 
work. We know that some clubs have 
transferred their work, after getting 
It well established, to the charge of 
the school Superintendent and that 
seems to us the ideal way. Now they 
can devote their energies to some 
other good work. 

By invitation of the Waltham 
Woman's Club a Conference was held 
on April 11th in Waltham. About 
200 delegates and club members at- 
tended also guests from N. Y. and 
N. H. 

One subject of this meeting was to 
present the various lines of work, hop- 
ing, that as the new Committees on 
Civics were appointed they would 
make UBe of these suggestions in de- 
ciding early the work they wished to 
take up next year. Eleven clubs re- 
port plans already made for next 
year's work. 

We do not expect each club to take 
up all the departments of Civics work, 
but we would suggest that you take 
up one department and devote your 
energies to that particular one, so 
that, whether teaching thrift, or teach- 
ing that organized and directed play 
on the playground makes the girl and 
boy strong and well mentally as well 
bb physically, thereby decreasing juv- 
enile crime, or in promoting true pat- 
riotism, through knowledge of anil 
loyalty to civic duties, you are helplug 
to build up a nut Ion of more vigor- 
ous boys and girls, who are to be- 
come men and women better equipped 
lo make good homes and to become 
good citizens.
